To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  continuation 
of  the  Hawthorne  Brook  extension  (so-called)  as  a  P.  W.  A.  project, 
and  appropriate  money  therefor,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto, 
as  petitioned  for  by  Harold  'A.  Johnson. 

Article  62.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  locate  a  pedestrian 
and/or  traffic  light  or  lights  at  the  junction  of  Paradise  and  Ellis 
Roads,  either  or  both,  and  to  appropriate  money  therefor  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Article  63.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  study  the  possibility  and  advis- 
ability of  altering,  relocating,  and  straightening  the  "S-Curve"  so- 
called,  at  the  junction  of  New  Ocean  and  Burrill  Streets  and  Paradise 
Road;  said  committee  to  report  to  the  Town  Meeting  Members  at  any 
subsequent  town  meeting  and  appropriate  money  for  the  expenses;  of 
said  committee,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.

Town  Hall  in  said  Swampscott  on  Tuesday,  the  ninth  day  of  May, 
1939  at  7.45  P.M.,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  viz. 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  or  add  to  the 
zoning  by-laws  by  regulating  and  restricting  the  size  and  width  of 
lots,  and  to  pass  by-laws  containing  such  regulations  and  restric- 
tions. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  or  add  to  the 
zoning  by-laws  heretofore  adopted  by  it,  by  passing  the  following, 
or  any  similar  or  other  by-laws,  regulating,  limiting  and  restricting 
the  area,  size  and  frontage  of  lots: 

LOT  AREA  REGULATIONS 

Single  Residence  District. 

1.  In  that  portion  of  the  single  residence  district,  which  is 
shown  on  the  original  official  Zoning  Map  (before  amendment)  as 
District  No.  3,  except  as  hereinafter  specified  there  shall  be  provid- 
ed for  each  dwelling  house  hereafter  constructed  a  lot  containing 
not  less  than  7500  square  feet,  and  no  dwelling  house  shall  be  erect- 
ed or  placed  on  a  lot  containing  less  than  7500  square  feet:  but 
nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  prevent  the  construction  or 
placing  of  any  building  on  any  lot  in  said  district  containing  a  small- 
er area,  provided  such  lot  on  the  effective  date  hereof  does  not  ad- 
join other  land  of  the  same  owner  available  for  use  in  connection 
with  said  lot. 

2.  Every  such  lot  of  not  less  than  7500  square  feet  in  area 
shall  have  a  frontage  of  not  less  than  75  feet  except  that  a  lot  less 
than  15,000  and  more  than  12,000  square  feet  may  be  divided  into 
lots  containing  not  less  than  6000  square  feet  each  and  each  having 
a  frontage  of  not  less  than  60  feet;  and  if  a  lot  contains  more  than 
15,000  square  feet,  and  if  after  division  into  as  many  7500  square 
foot  lots  as  practical  there  remains  a  lot  of  6000  square  feet  or  more, 
one  dwelling  may  be  erected  on  such  remaining  lot  providing  the 
same  has  a.  frontage  of  not  less  than  60'  feet. 

3.  Frontage  as  required  in  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  determined  as  follows:  In  the  case  of  a  lot  fronting 
on  a  street,  the  distance  shall  be  measured  along  the  street  line  from 
one  side  line  of  the  lot  to1  the  other  and  the  distance  shall  also  be 
measured  between  said  side  lines  along  a  line  which  marks  the  re- 
quired front  setback  of  the  dwelling  on  such  lot,  and  the  longer  of 
said  distances  shall  determine  the  frontage  of  such  lot.  In  case  of 
a  lot  not  fronting  on  any  street,  the  distance  shall  be  measured 
from  one  side  line  of  the  lot  to  the  other  along  the  line  designated 
as  the  front  line  of  the  lot  on'  a  plan  which  shall  be  filed  in  accord- 
ance with  this  by-law  with  the  Building  Inspector  as  part  of  an  ap- 
plication for  a  building  permit,  and  such  distance  shall  determine 
the  frontage  of  such  lot. 

4.  No  lot  on  which  a  dwelling  house  is  situated,  whether  here- 
tofore or  hereafter  placed,  shall  be  reduced  in  area,  if  such  lot  is 
smaller  than  is  hereby  prescribed,  or  if  by  such  reduction  it  would 
be  made  smaller  than  is  hereby  prescribed,  except  in  either  case 
by  taking  by  eminent  domain  or  by  a  conveyance  for  a  public  pur- 
pose. 

5.  The  Board  of  Appeals  acting  within  the  provisions  of  Gen- 
eral Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  30  and  amendments  thereof  or  ad- 
ditions thereto  may  in  specific  cases  make  special  exceptions  to  the 
terms  of  the  foregoing  provisions  relative  to  lot  area,  in  harmony 
with  the  general  purpose^  and  intent  and  in  accordance  with  gener- 
al or  specific  rules  therein  contained,  either  upon  written  applica- 
tion bv  the  owner  of  a  parcr.l  of  land  affected  by  said  regulations, 
or  upon  appeal,  by  authorizing  the  Building  Inspector  to  grant  a 
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permit  for  the  erection  or  placing  a  dwelling  house  upon  any  lot 
containing  less  area  than  is  hereby  prescribed,  subject  to  such  lim- 
itation of  time  and  other  conditions  as  it  may  impose,  when,  after 
a  public  hearing,  of  which  due  notice  shall  be  given,  the  Board  shall 
find  that: 

a.  adjoining  areas  have  previously  been  generally  developed 
by  the  construction  of  houses  on  lots  generally  smaller  than  is  pre- 
scribed by  this  section  and  the  standard  of  the  neighborhood  so  es- 
tablished does  not  reasonably  require  a  subdivision  of  the  applicant's 
land  into  lots  as  large  as  is  hereby  prescribed; 

b.  lots  as  large  as  is  hereby  prescribed  would  not  be  readily 
saleable  or  economically  or  advantageously  used  for  building  pur- 
poses because  of  the  proximity  of  the  land  to  through  ways  bear- 
ing heavy  traffic  or  to  a  railroad  or  because  of  other  physical  con- 
ditions or  characteristics  affecting  it  but  not  affecting  generally  the 
zoning  district  in  which  the  land  lies. 

c.  such  special  exception  may  be  made  without  substantial 
detriment  to  the  public  welfare  and  without  substantial  derogation 
from  the  purpose  and  intent  of  his  by-law. 

General  Residence  District. 

1.  For  the  purpose  of  lot  area  regulation  District  No.  2  of  the 
General  Residence  District,  as  shown  and  set  forth  on  the  official 
Zoning  Map  of  the  Town,  shall  be  subdivided  into  District  No.  2-A 
and  District  No.  2-B. 

2.  District  No.  2-A  shall  comprise  that  portion  of  Residential 
District  No.  2  which  is  herewith  set  out  on  the  Zoning  Map  of  the 
Town  as  District  No.  2-A  and  indicated  by  appropriate  lines  and 
coloring. 

3.  The  lot  area  regulations  above  set  forth  as  applied  to  Res- 
idence District  No.  3  shall  he  the  lot  area  regulations  for  District 
No.  2-A  and  hereafter  shall  apply  and  be  in  force  in  said  district. 

ENFORCEMENT 

1.  The  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall  withhold  a  permit  for  the 
construction  or  alteration  of  any  building  or  structure  if  the  build- 
ing or  structure  as  constructed  or  altered  would  be  in  violation  of 
any  zoning  by-law  of  the  town  or  amendment  thereof. 

2j  If  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  finds  or  has  reason  to  believe 
that  any  provision  of  this  by-law  or  any  permit  or  decree  thereun- 
der has  been,  is  being,  or  is  likely  to  be  violated  he  shall  notify  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  the  premises,  or  their  respective  agents,  there- 
of; and  if  said  violation  continues,  and  in  his  judgment  is  likely  to 
continue,  he  shall  forthwith  revoke  any  permit  issued  bv  him  up- 
on which  said  premises  are  being  occupied  or  any  building  thereon 
constructed  or  altered;  and  may  make  complaint  to  the  Superior 
Court  or  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for  such  injunction, 
order  or  decree  as  the  law  provides  to  restrain  or  prevent  said  viola- 
tion, or  such  construction,  alteration  or  use  and  shall  take  such  other 
action  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  by- 
law. 

3.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  by-law  shall  be  li- 
able to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  Twenty  Dollars  for  each  violation.

Article  1.  The  Planning  Board  recommended  that  action  on 
Article  1  be  adopted. 

Voted:  Article  1.  That  the  town  amend  or  add  to  the  zoning 
by-laws  by  regulating  and  restricting  the  size  and  width  of  lots,  and 
to  pass  by-laws  containing  such  regulations  and  restrictions.  Unani- 
mous. 

The  reading  of  Article  2  was  waived. 

Article  2.    The  Planning  Board  submitted  the  following  report: 
On  Monday  evening,  May  1,  1939,  the  Planning  Board,  after 
due  notice  given,  held  a  public  hearing  in  the  Town  Hall  on  Articles 

1  and  2  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  for  May  9,  1939.  These  articles 
proposed  certain  amendments  and  additions  to  the  zoning  by-laws 
and  were  drafted  by  the  By-law  Committee  in  accordance  with  the 
authority  given  to  them  by  the  Town  Meeting.  These  amendments 
and  additions  to  the  zoning  by-laws,  as  proposed,  set  up  certain  regu- 
lations, limitations  and  restrictions  on  the  area,  size  and  frontage 
of  lots  in  that  portion  of  the  single  residence  district  which  is  shown 
on  the  original  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  (before  amendment)  as 
District  No.  3  and  also  in  District  2A  which  is  a  division  of  District 

2  as  appearing  on  the  Zoning  Map, 

The  proposed  amendment  was  supported  by  three  residents  of 
the  town  who  are  owners  of  considerable  undeveloped  property  in 
the  areas  to  be  affected.  No  one  appeared  in  opposition  to  the 
amendments. 

After  a  consideration  of  the  merits  of  the  by-law  proposed  by 
the  Zoning  By-law  Committee  and  after  a  study  of  the  Zoning  By- 
laws of  other  towns  in  Massachusetts  which  are  similar  in  size  and 
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development  to  Swampscott  and  which  have  by-laws  which  restrict 
the  area  and  frontage  of  building  lots  in  their  residence  districts, 
the  Planning  Board  recommends  to  the  Town  Meeting  that  it  accept 
the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Zoning  By-laws. 

Voted:  Article  2.  To  accept  the  report  of  the  Planning  Board 
and  adopt  their  recommendations,  and  amend  the  Zoning  By-laws 
heretofore  adopted  by  the  town,  by  passing  the  following  By-laws: 

LOT  AREA  REGULATIONS 

Single  Residence  District. 

1.  In  that  portion  of  the  single  residence  district,  which  is 
shown  on  the  original  official  Zoning  Map  (before  amendment)  as 
District  No.  3,  except  as  hereinafter  specified  there  shall  be  provided 
for  each  dwelling  house  hereafter  constructed  a  lot  containing  not 
less  than  7500  square  feet,  and  no  dwelling  house  shall  be  erected  or 
placed  on  a  lot  containing  less  than  7500  square  feet;  but  nothing 
contained  in  this  section  shall  prevent  the  construction  or  placing 
of  any  building  on  any  lot  in  said  district  containing  a  smaller  area, 
provided  such  lot  on  the  effective  date  hereof  does  not  adjoin  other 
land  of  the  same  owner  available  for  use  in  connection  with  said  lot. 

2.  Every  such  lot  of  not  less  than  7500  square  feet  in  area 
shall  have  a  frontage  of  not  less  than  75  feet  except  that  a  lot  less 
than  15,000  and  more  than  12,000  square  feet  may  be  divided  into 
lots  containing  not  less  than  6000  square  feet  each  and  each  having 
a  frontage  of  not  less  than  60  feet;  and  if  a  lot  contains  more  than 
15,000  square  feet,  and  if  after  division  into  as  many  7500  square 
foot  lots  as  practical  there  remains  a  lot  of  6000  feet  or  more,  one 
dwelling  may  be  erected  on  such  remaining  lot  providing  the  same 
has  a  frontage  of  not  less  than  60  feet. 

3.  Frontage  as  required  in  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  determined  as  follows:  In  the  case  of  a  lot  fronting 
on  a  street,  the  distance  shall  be  measured  along  the  street  line 
from  one  side  line  of  the  lot  to  the  other  and  the  distance  shall  also 
be  measured  between  said  side  lines  along  a  line  which  marks  the 
required  front  setback  of  the  dwelling  on  such  lot,  and  the  longer 
of  said  distances  shall  determine  the  frontage  of  such  lot.  In  case  of 
a  lot  not  fronting  on  any  street,  the  distance  shall  be  measured 
from  one  side  line  of  the  lot  to  the  other  along  the  line  designated 
as  the  front  line  of  the  lot  on  a  plan  which  shall  be  filed  in  accor- 
dance with  this  by-law  with  the  Building  Inspector  as  part  of  an 
application  for  a  building  permit,  and  such  distance  shall  determine 
the  frontage  of  such  lot. 

4.  No  lot  on  which  a  dwelling  house  is  situated,  whether  here- 
tofore or  hereafter  placed,  shall  be  reduced  in  area,  if  such  lot  is 
smaller  than  is  hereby  prescribed,  or  if  by  such  reduction  it  would 
be  made  smaller  than  is  hereby  prescribed,  except  in  either  case  by 
taking  by  eminent  domain  or  by  a  conveyance  for  a  public  purpose. 

5.  The  Board  of  Appeals  acting  within  the  provisions  of  Gen- 
eral Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  30  and  amendments  thereof  or  addi- 
tions thereto  may  in  specific  cases  make  special  exceptions  to  the 
terms  of  the  foregoing  provisions  relative  to  lot  area,  in  harmony 
with  the  general  purpose  and  intent  and  in  accordance  with  general 
or  specific  rules  therein  contained,  either  upon  written  application 
by  the  owner  of  a  parcel  of  land  affected  by  said  regulations,  or  up- 
on appeal,  by  authorizing  the  Building  Inspector  to  grant  a  permit 
for  the  erection  or  placing  of  a  dwelling  house  upon  any  lot  con- 
taining less  area  than  is  hereby  prescribed,  subject  to  such  limita- 
tion of  time  and  other  conditions  as  it  may  impose,  when,  after  a 
public  hearing,  of  which  due  notice  shall  be  given  the  Board  shall 
find  that: 
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a.  adjoining  areas  have  previously  been  generally  developed  by 
the  construction  of  houses  on  lots  generally  smaller  than  is  pre- 
scribed by  this  section  and  the  standard  of  the  neighborhood  so 
established  does  not  reasonably  require  a  subdivision  of  the  appli- 
cant's land  into  lots  as  large  as  is  hereby  prescribed; 

b.  lots  as  large  as  is  hereby  prescribed  would  not  be  readily 
saleable  or  economically  or  advantageously  used  for  building  pur- 
poses because  of  the  proximity  of  the  land  to  through  ways  bearing 
heavy  traffic  or  to  a  railroad  or  because  of  other  physical  conditions 
or  characteristics  affecting  it  but  not  affecting  generally  the  zcning 
district  in  which  the  land  lies. 

c.  such  special  exception  may  be  made  without  substantial 
detriment  to  the  public  welfare  and  without  substantial  derogation 
from  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  by-law. 

General  Residence  District. 

1.  For  the  purpose  of  lot  area  regulation  District  No.  2  of 
the  General  Residence  District,  as  shown  and  set  forth  on  the  of- 
ficial Zoning  Map  of  the  town,  shall  be  subdivided  into  District  No. 
2-A  and  District  No.  2-B. 

2.  District  No.  2-A  shall  comprise  that  portion  of  Residential 
District  No.  2  which  is  herewith  set  out  on  the  Zoning  Map  of  the 
town  as  District  No.  2-A  and  indicated  by  appropriate  lines  and 
coloring. 

3.  The  lot  area  regulations  above  set  forth  as  applied  to  Resi- 
dence District  No.  3  shall  be  the  lot  area  regulations  for  District 
No.  2-A  and  hereafter  shall  apply  and  be  in  force  in  said  district. 

ENFORCEMENT 

1.  The  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall  withhold  a  permit  for  the 
construction  or  alteration  of  any  building  or  structure  if  the  build- 
ing or  structure  as  constructed  or  altered  would  be  in  violation  of 
any  zoning  by-law  of  the  town  or  amendment  thereof. 

2.  If  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  finds  or  has  reason  to  believe 
that  any  provision  of  this  by-law  or  any  permit  or  decree  there- 
under has  been,  is  being,  or  is  likely  to  be  violated  he  shall  notify 
the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  premises,  or  their  respective  agents, 
thereof;  and  if  said  violation  continues,  and  in  his  judgment  is  like- 
ly to  continue,  he  shall  forthwith  revoke  any  permit  issued  by  him 
upon  which  said  premises  are  being  occupied  or  any  building  thereon 
constructed  or  altered;  and  may  make  complaint  to  the  Superior 
Court  or  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for  such  injunction, 
order  or  decree  as  the  law  provides  to  restrain  or  prevent  said  viola- 
tion, or  such  construction,  alteration  or  use  and  shall  take  such  other 
action  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  by-law.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  ac- 
counts of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  from  July  1  to  De- 
cember 31,  1938,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by 
Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of 
the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period 
from  July  1  to  December  31,  1938,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  entered  on  the  records  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  town  funds  or  commit- 
ting bills  for  collection,  were  examined,  checked,  and  compared  with 
the  town  accountant's  records. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  checked  with 
the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the  records  of  the  several  depart- 
ments in  which  money  was  collected  or  bills  were  sent  out  for  col- 
lection. The  recorded  payments  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's 
cash  book  and  with  the  treasury  warrants. 

The  appropriations  as  entered  on  the  accountant's  ledger  were 
checked  with  the  town  clerk's  records  of  financial  votes. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  checked  and  analyzed,  the  necessary 
adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  a  trial  balance 
was  taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report, 
was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  as  of  De- 
cember 31,  1938. 

It  was  noted  that  money  received  from  an  insurance  company 
in  settlement  of  claims  for  damage  by  fire  to  fire  department  build- 
ings was  expended  for  repairs  of  the  buildings  without  appropria- 
tion by  the  town,  in  which  connection  attention  is  called  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  53,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with 
the  records  in  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the 
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town  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  is  paid  into  the 
town  treasury.  The  recorded  payments  were  checked  with  the  select- 
men's warrants  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds  and  with 
the  accountant's  books.  The  cash  book  was  footed  and  the  cash 
balance  on  February  3,  1939,  was  proved  by  reconciling  the  bank 
balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were 
proved  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  checked  with  the  cancelled 
securities  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of  the 
several  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  trea- 
surer were  personally  examined.  The  income  and  disbursements  were 
verified,  and  the  transactions  and  balances  were  compared  with  the 
accountant's  ledger.  The  treasurer's  record  of  tax  titles  held  by  the 
town  were  checked  to  the  deeds  on  hand,  the  amounts  transferred 
from  the  several  tax  and  assessment  levies  to  the  tax  title  account 
being  verified  and  proved  to  the  accountant's  records. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  tax,  assessment,  departmental,  and  water 
accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination  were 
audited,  and  all  subsequent  commitments  were  proved.  The  recorded 
payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash 
book,  the  abatements  were  checked  with  the  records  of  the  depart- 
ments authorized  to  grant  such  abatements,  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  proved  to  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  notices  to 
many  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money 
to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts, 
as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  town  clerk's  record  of  dog  licenses  issued  on  behalf  of  the 
county  and  for  sporting  licenses,  the  proceeds  of  which  are  paid  to 
the  State,  were  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  town  and  to  the 
Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  were  verified. 

The  records  of  other  licenses  and  permits  granted  were  examined 
and  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the 
treasurer's  receipts,  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed,  and  the 
cash  on  hand  was  verified. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  available  records 
of  all  other  departments  receiving  money  for  the  town  were  checked 
and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  are 
tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  and  the  collector's 
cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assessment,  tax  title,  departmental,  and 
water  accounts,  as  well  as  tables  showing  the  trust,  investment,  and 
retirement  fund  transactions. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  several  town  officials 
during  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself, 
to  express  appreciation.

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REMARKS 
Police  Force 

The  development  of  a  good  police  force  is  no  easy  task.  Success 
in  developing  a  fine  department  in  Swampscott  would  have  been  im- 
possible but  for  the  co-operation  of  the  citizens,  who  can  be  justly 
proud  of  the  fact  that  our  reputation  and  standing  today  as  com- 
pared with  other  police  departments  of  similar  or  greater  size  is 
regarded  as  outstanding. 

Cost  of  Maintenance 

The  cost  of  maintenance  in  this  department  has  decreased  dur- 
ing the  past  fourteen  years.  Expenditures  for  the  year  of  1926  to- 
taled $43,704.32.  In  1939  the  total  expenditures  were  $43,047.46.  The 
budget  submitted  to  the  town  accountant  for  1940  estimates  a  total 
of  $43,322.60. 

Care  of  Prisoners 

The  cost  of  feeding  prisoners  during  the  year  amounted  to  $1.70. 
From  1929  to  1937  the  town  paid  the  City  of  Lynn  $900.00  for  the 
use  of  their  jail  and  for  providing  Swampscott  prisoners  with  food. 
Prior  to  1929  the  City  of  Lynn  performed  the  service  gratis. 

Cleaning  Station  House 

During  the  year  the  work  of  cleaning  the  police  station  was  per- 
formed by  the  town  hall  janitors  and  two  young  men  employed  by 
the  town  under  the  National  Youth  Administration.  During  1938  a 
reserve  officer  was  assigned  to  this  work,  at  a  cost  of  $415.63.  The 
cleaning  can  be  performed  more  economically  by  a  member  of  this 
department. 

Special  Police  Officers 

In  view  of  the  manner  in  which  certain  special  police  officers 
conducted  themselves  during  the  year  I  recommend  that  no  future 
appointments  be  granted  unless  absolutely  necessary.  The  town  has 
a  special  police  force  consisting  of  178  men.  These  men  have  all 
the  powers  of  regular  police  officers  but  only  a  few  have  any  knowl- 
edge of  police  work,  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  some  of  the  ap- 
pointees can  read  and  write.  One  special  officer  was  arrested  during 
the  year  and  others  were  guilty  of  drunkenness  and  improper  con- 
duct. Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  178  appointments  are  unnecessary. 
Only  an  adequate  number  of  men  should  be  equipped  with  the  police 
badge. 

Time  Off  for  Police 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  for  me  to  object  to  the  grant- 
ing of  one  day  off  in  every  six  days  because  of  the  following  rea- 
sons: Prior  to  August  13,  1937,  members  of  the  regular  force  were 
allowed  1  day  off  in  every  8  days  or  45  days  annually  plus  two  weeks 
vacation  with  pay.  In  1937,  upon  my  recommendation  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  Chapter  85  of  the  Acts  of  1937  providing  for  1  day 
off  in  every  7  days  was  accepted  by  the  Board.  In  1938  an  article 
was  inserted  in  the  town  warrant  petitioning  1  day  off  in  every  6 
days.  Had  favorable  action  been  taken  by  the  town  on  this  article 
it  would  have  created  a  shortage  in  man  power  and  would  have 
handicapped  the  force  in  rendering  adequate  protection.  The  depart- 
ment adequately  manned  prior  to  August  13,  1937  when  only  one 
day  off  in  every  eight  days  was  allowed  could  not  render  equal  pro- 
tection in  allowing  one  day  off  in  every  six  days  unless  there  is  an 
increase  in  personnel.  Appointments  to  the  department  are  granted 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  On  January  10,  1939  I  recommended  the 
appointment  of  two  additional  patrolmen.  No  action  has  been  taken 
by  the  Board  in  the  matter. 
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Chief's  Convention 
I  attended  the  annual  convention  of  the  International  Associa- 
tion of  Chiefs  of  Police  held  in  San  Francisco,  California,  from  Oc- 
tober 9  to  October  12,  at  no  cost  to  the  town,  after  receiving  the 
permission  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  If  a  chief  desires  to  do  his 
full  duty  it  is  necessary  for  him  to  keep  abreast  of  his  profession, 
and  the  best  way  to  accomplish  this  is  to  meet  with  other  chiefs  of 
the  country  and  exchange  ideas.  For  a  chief  of  police  to  neglect 
such  an  opportunity  is  like  neglecting  to  observe  the  regulations  of 
his  own  department.  Approximately  one  thousand  chiefs  of  police, 
Mr.  J.  Edgar  Hoover,  head  of  the  Department  of  Justice,  and  many 
other  law  enforcement  officials  from  all  parts  of  the  country  attend- 
ed the  congress.  There  was  never  a  more  acute  time  in  the  history 
of  the  United  States  nor  more  serious  moments  than  the  present  for 
every  chief  of  police  in  the  country,  and  only  by  working  in  close 
accord  with  each  other  can  the  best  interest  of  the  people  be  pro- 
tected. 

Commendations 

It  is  a  very  fine  practice  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  commend 
members  of  this  department  for  services  performed.  A  police  officer 
is  due  praise  when  he  performs  an  act  of  unusual  nature,  and 
recognition  in  the  form  of  a  public  commendation  is  a  just  reward. 
Commendations  should  be  issued  impartially.  It  is  unfair  to  overlook 
the  fine  work  performed  by  two  young  officers  in  detecting  and  ap- 
prehending the  operators  of  one  of  the  cheapest  swindling  games  to 
cheat  the  public  ever  operated  in  Massachusetts,  and  to  perhaps 
officially  commend  another  officer  for  stopping  a  street  fight  or  for 
apprehending  a  common  thief.  There  should  be  a  uniform  method  of 
granting  commendations. 

Motor  Equipment 

Two  new  patrol  cars  were  purchased  from  the  J.  W.  Rose  Mo- 
tor Co.  in  August.  The  remainder  of  our  motor  equipment  consists 
of  a  1934  Ford  ambulance,  a  1937  Terraplane  coupe,  and  a  1934 
Indian  motorcycle.  The  ambulance  was  purchased  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  from  the  Marblehead  Motor  Co.  in  July  1934  at  a  cost  of 
$1750.00.  The  Terraplane  coupe  was  purchased  from  the  Oxford 
Garage  Company  in  February  1937  at  a  net  cost  of  $400.00.  It  is  in 
need  of  considerable  repairs  and  should  be  traded  at  this  time.  The 
motorcycle  was  purchased  from  the  Crandall-Hicks  Co.  in  April  1934 
at  a  net  cost  of  $190.00.  It  is  in  an  unserviceable  condition  and 
should  be  traded. 

Recommendations 

I  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  by  the  Town  Mod- 
erator to  investigate  as  to  the  necessity  of  purchasing  a  new  police 
ambulance. 

I  recommend  that  an  additional  patrolman  be  appointed  to  the 
regular  police  force  from  the  reserve  force  effective  as  of  April  1, 
1940  and  that  the  sum  of  $1352.46  be  appropriated  for  the  same. 
(This  will  enable  me  to  assign  one  member  who  is  physically  inca- 
pacitated and  unfit  for  general  police  work  to  labor  on  motor  equip- 
ment, janitor  work,  labor  on  traffic  signs,  etc.  This  man  at  present 
is  assigned  to  patrol  duty,  covering  a  route.) 

I  recommend  that  the  1934  Indian  motorcycle  be  traded  for  a 
1940  motorcycle  and  that  the  sum  of  $350.00  be  appropriated  for 
the  same. 

I  recommend  that  the  1937  Terraplane  coupe  be  traded  for  a 
1940  coupe  and  that  the  sum  of  $400.00  be  appropriated  for  the 
same.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Forest  Warden  for  the 
year  1939.  During  the  year,  an  unusually  dry  one,  several  fires  were 
started  by  small  boys  in  the  region  between  Essex  street  and  the 
State  road.  The  majority  of  these  fires  were  stubborn  ones  and 
burned  in  the  humus  only  to  smolder  and  break  out  hours  and  even 
days  later.  In  the  rear  of  Jackson  Park,  an  acre  of  young  pines  was 
destroyed  before  any  help  could  get  up  over  the  steep  ledge.  The 
Fire  Department  was  fine  in  their  co-operation  and  in  many  cases 
this  department  was  not  called  in. 

As  the  spraying  season  is  coincident  with  the  grass  fire  and 
woods  fire  season,  I  again  recommend  that  the  position  of  Forest 
Warden  be  transferred  to  the  Fire  Department.  There  are  many 
other  numerous  advantages  toward  a  united  office  and  it  is  my 
sincere  wish  that  your  Board  will  give  this  matter  serious  consid- 
eration.

Several  dog  owners  who  had  neglected  to  procure  the  necessary 
license,  were  duly  notified  and  required  to  provide  for  same  as  pre- 
scribed by  statute.  The  total  number  of  licenses  granted  for  the 
year  were  706.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  services  rendered  by  the 
Engineering  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1939. 

The  Engineering  Department  has  had  charge  of  the  following 
lines  of  work:  designing  and  superintending  the  construction  of 
all  sewers  and  drains,  together  with  plans,  specifications  and  esti- 
mates for  the  same;  the  establishing  of  street  lines  and  grades,  for 
the  setting  of  curbing  and  laying  of  sidewalks  and  all  engineering 
questions  which  came  before  the  several  departments. 

Drains 

A  reinforced  concrete  culvert,  in  Nason  road,  a  part  of  it  being 
2'-6"  x  5'  and  part  2'-6"  x  4'  was  constructed  under  P.W.A.  grant. 
Its  length  is  1030  feet  and  the  total  cost  was  $16,874.62  and  of  this 
amount  the  town  share  was  about  55  per  cent. 

The  Beach  Bluff  avenue  drain,  constructed  by  W.P.A.  labor, 
is  approximately  2450  feet  long  and  discharges  into  the  Hawthorne 
Brook  Culvert.  It  is  constructed  of  18",  15"  and  12"  reinforced  con- 
crete pipe  and  included  are  eight  manholes  and  seventeen  catch 
basins. 

The  Crosman  avenue  drain,  constructed  by  W.P.A.  labor,  is 
approximately  1450  feet  long  and  discharges  into  open  ditch  of 
Hawthorne  Brook.  It  is  constructed  of  18",  15"  and  12"  reinforced 
concrete  pipe  and  includes  six  manholes  and  eight  catch  basins. 

The  Elmwood  road  drain,  also  constructed  by  W.P.A.  labor,  is 
approximately  462  feet  long  and  constructed  of  15"  reinforced  con- 
crete pipe  and  includes  two  manholes  and  five  catch  basins.  This 
drain  serves  the  area  between  Thomas  road  and  Paradise  road  which 
is  the  area  formerly  drained  by  Mudge  Brook  before  its  location 
was  changed  to  Paradise  road. 
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Resurfacing  Atlantic  Avenue 

The  resurfacing  of  a  portion  of  Atlantic  avenue  and  construc- 
tion of  retaining  wall  along  the  property  line  of  the  Hotel  Preston, 
was  done  under  Chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws,  at  a  cost  of 
$5,539.88,  with  the  state,  county  and  town  assuming  their  propor- 
tional share. 

Curbing  and  Sidewalk 

The  town  has  constructed,  by  W.P.A.  labor,  3664  square  yards 
of  sidewalk  with  Type  E  mixture,  in  various  sections  of  the  town, 
at  a  cost  of  $1.04  per  square  yard  and  set  4544  linear  feet  of  curb- 
ing at  a  cost  of  $1.36  per  linear  foot.  One-half  of  the  above  mate- 
rial costs  are  assessed  to  the  abutters. 

Tid  Street 

Tid  street  has  been  graded  and  surfaced,  by  W.P.A.  labor,  for  a 
distance  of  about  360  feet  and  also  included  the  building  of  about 
200  feet  of  surface  water  drain,  with  the  necessary  catch  basins. 

Sewers 

The  only  sewer  constructed  was  in  Hampshire  street,  which  re- 
quired 327  cubic  yards  of  rock  excavation  and  the  total  cost  was 
$1,917.53  with  one-half  of  this  cost  assessed  to  the  abutters,  at  a 
cost  of  $1.96  per  linear  foot  of  frontage. 

Assessors'  Department 
The  yearly  routine  work  required  to  bring  the  plans  and  card 
index  up  to  date  has  been  completed  for  this  department. 

Selectmen's  Department 

Data  and  estimates  have  been  furnished  this  department  and 
plans  submitted  for  their  approval. 

At  the  request  of  property  owners,  street  lines  and  grades  have 
been  given  for  the  grading  of  lawns,  sidewalks,  walls,  etc.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
Changes  and  Improvements 

In  making  its  annual  report  the  Committee  would  like  to  bring 
to  the  attention  of  the  residents  of  the  town  a  number  of  the  more 
interesting  matters  which  have  been  originated  or  otherwise  acted 
on  by  the  Committee. 

Many  a  community  gives  little  thought,  except  in  a  routine 
way,  to  the  subject  of  fire  hazard  until  after  some  catastrophe  has 
occurred  and  the  lives  of  school  children  endangered  or  lost.  As  a 
further  improvement  to  our  monthly  fire  drill  practice,  a  Buddy  sys- 
tem has  been  put  into  effect.  Under  this  plan,  a  check  of  each  class 
is  made  after  children  have  left  the  building  in  order  to  assure  that 
all  children  are  accounted  for. 

Engaging  in  athletics  by  school  students  is  bound  to  resu-t  in 
some  accidents  of  a  more  or  less  serious  nature.  The  School  Com- 
mittee is  prevented  by  law  from  using  town  funds  to  reimburse  stu- 
dents for  medical  care  in  such  cases.  It  has,  therefore,  been  voted  to 
permit  the  adoption  of  the  Athletic  Insurance  Plan  of  the  Council  of 
New  England  School  Principals'  Association.  While  this  plan  does 
not  offer  full  insurance  in  case  of  injury,  it  does  offer  a  number  of 
advantages  at  low  cost. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  development  of  the  do- 
mestic science  course  at  the  High  School  and  some  new  equipment 
has  been  provided.  Capable  leadership  is  making  this  particularly 
practical  subject  of  benefit  to  an  increasing  number  of  girls. 

Each  year  recently  there  have  been  presented  to  the  State  legis- 
lature a  number  of  bills  which,  if  passed,  would  adversely  affect  the 
educational  system  of  a  community  such  as  ours,  chiefly  by  raising 
costs.  As  some  bills  of  this  nature  have  been  passed,  the  Committee 
has  gone  on  record  against  such  legislation  and  advised  our  local 
representatives  accordingly. 
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It  is  not  generally  known  that  a  special  class  for  handicapped 
children,  under  the  guidance  of  an  especially  trained  teacher,  is 
maintained  at  the  Machon  School.  This  is  a  continuing  plan  adopt- 
ed some  years  ago.  Transportation  to  and  from  this  class  is  provid- 
ed for  such  children. 

Justifiable  pride  is  taken  in  the  continued  improvement  in  the 
school  band  and  orchestras.  They  have  been  built  up  through  addi- 
tional time  allotted  to  Mr.  Louis  Marino  for  instruction  in  instru- 
mental music,  as  well  as  by  group  instruction  given  by  Miss  Naz- 
arian. 

Maintenance  and  Cost 

Public  school  property  in  Swampscott  is  valued  at  nearly 
$1,000,000.00.  Each  year  a  certain  amount  of  work  must  be  done  to 
keep  the  buildings  and  grounds  in  proper  condition.  A  partial  list 
of  such  items  this  year  includes: 

Painting  of  the  exterior  trim  of  the  High  School. 

Plastering  and  painting  the  Stanley  School  auditorium. 

Repointing  one  wall  of  the  Junior  High  School. 

Roof  repairs  made  at  the  Clarke,  Hadley  and  High  Schools. 

Installing  ventilator  fan  in  manual  training  room  at  High  School. 
In  proportion  to  the  value  of  the  property,  the  percentage  cost  of 
upkeep  is  very  low. 

In  order  to  secure  more  economical  results  from  the  heating 
system  at  the  High  School,  a  special  draft  control  has  been  installed 
which  is  cutting  the  fuel  cost. 

Attention  of  the  townspeople  should  be  directed  to  the  fact  that 
the  net  cost  of  operating  the  school  system  is  between  $15,000.00 
and  $20,000.00  lower  than  the  total  budget  appropriation  would  indi- 
cate. This  is  effected  by  certain  refunds  made  by  the  State  because 
our  schools  measure  up  to  standards  set  up  by  the  State  Department 
of  Education. 

In  conclusion  the  Committee  wishes  to  record  its  appreciation 
of  Miss  Harriet  M.  Dillon  who  for  over  twenty-three  years  served 
as  a  teacher  in  our  schools.  It  also  wishes  to  voice  its  approval  of 
the  loyal  and  painstaking  service  of  the  superintendent,  school  prin- 
cipals and  teachers,  and  school  maintenance  staffs.

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Swamp- 
scott, Mrs.  Morse  and  Gentlemen: 

It  is  a  comparably  simple  matter  to  lay  before  the  citizens  of 
a  town  a  formal  report  of  the  condition  of  a  school  system  so  fail 
as  its  material  elements  are  concerned.  One  may  enumerate  the 
growth  or  decline  of  mere  numbers  of  pupils,  the  expansion  or  elimi- 
nation of  activities,  the  addition  or  loss  of  buildings  and  facilities, 
and  the  increase  or  lessening  of  cost  of  operating  and  maintaining 
the  various  enterprises  of  the  department,  all  this  with  compara- 
tive ease.  And  it  is  in  such  things  that  those  who  undertake  to  read 
a  town  report  are  for  the  most  part  interested,  for  therein  lie  the 
rise  and  decline  of  tax  rate. 

Momentarily,  therefore,  may  I  present  some  figures  comparing 
size  and  costs  of  our  system  during  the  past  year  with  those  of  the 
peak  year  of  1932-33.

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From  the  foregoing,  these  conclusions  may  be  drawn  as  to  en- 
rollment. 

1.  Since  our  peak  year  of  1932-33,  total  school  enrollment  has 
decreased  54  pupils. 

2.  This  decrease  is  entirely  in  the  elementary  grades,  where  the 
loss  is  114  pupils. 

3.  While  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  each  elementary  build- 
ing, it  has  been  heaviest  at  the  Machon  School — more  than  25%. 

4.  The  Junior  High  School  enrollment  has  remained  practi- 
cally constant. 

5.  The  High  School  has  increased  56  pupils,  or  almost  15%, 
and  has  offset  almost  half  the  loss  in  the  elementary  grades.

In  drawing  conclusions  about  costs,  care  should  be  taken  not  to 
confuse  the  fiscal  or  calendar  year  with  the  school  year.  The  school 
year  runs  from  July  1st  of  one  year  to  June  30th  of  the  next,  and 
expenditures  over  that  period  do  not  bear  any  fixed  relationship  to 
the  appropriation  for  a  given  calendar  year.  Our  records  and  figures 
are  all  kept  and  reported  to  the  state  on  a  school  year  basis. 

Likewise,  in  considering  the  cost  of  operation  at  the  High 
School,  it  should  be  remembered  that  ever  since  the  building  has 
been  in  use  we  have  kept  the  gymnasium  section  open  fifteen  weeks 
each  winter  for  the  use  of  outside  groups;  and  that  for  two  years 
we  have  maintained  quarters  for  W.P.A.  projects  not  connected 
with  schools.  Both  of  these  accommodations  have  cost  us  for  all 
light,  heat  and  water  used,  and  the  former  has  added  to  our  cost 
for  janitorial  service.  We  estimate  that  about  $1.50  of  our  High 
School  per  pupil  costs  may  be  charged  to  these  projects  which  really 
have  no  bearing  at  all  on  our  regular  school  activity. 

These  conclusions  are  obvious  from  the  tabulations  on  cost: 

1.  In  the  school  years  quoted,  there  was  an  increase  in  costs  of 
$8,070.02  covering  all  regular  day  schools. 

2.  For  the  same  period,  the  High  School  cost  increased  $15,- 
521.19;  the  Junior  High  cost  decreased  $3,080.21;  and  the  elementary 
school  costs  decreased  $3,470.96.  The  net  increase,  therefore,  is  all 
to  be  found  at  the  Senior  High  School.

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3.  The  increase  in  costs  at  the  High  School  lies  in  two  places: 
(a)  Instructional  service,  which  means  salaries,  supplies  and  text 
books,  and  (b)  Operation,  which  covers  janitorial  service  and  sup- 
plies, water,  light  and  fuel. 

4.  These  increases  are  natural  reflections  of  three  factors:  (a) 
a  tripling  of  the  size  and  facilities  of  the  High  School  building;  (b) 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils;  (c)  an  increase  in  the  school 
program  and  in  the  members  of  its  faculty. 

The  school  program  for  the  elementary  schools  remains  practi- 
cally the  same  as  for  the  past  few  years.  Our  experiments  in  read- 
ing continue  with  the  same  results.  We  feel,  basing  judgment  both 
on  the  opinion  of  the  teachers  and  on  the  results  of  tests  given 
twice  each  year,  that  we  are  doing  better  work  than  we  have  ever 
done  before.  We  know  that  children  who  would  have  been  slow  and 
even  unsatisfactory  readers  before  are  now  learning  to  read  with 
sufficient  proficiency  to  warrant  the  promotion  that  probably  they 
would  formerly  have  failed  to  receive.  Our  experiments  have  now 
reached  grade  three. 

There  is  one  problem  that  comes  to  us  each  year  in  the  form 
of  underage  pupils  who  reach  us  in  grade  two  from  private  schools. 
These  pupils  we  accept  conditionally  in  grade  two  upon  the  unqual- 
ified recommendations  of  the  private  school  head.  While  these  pupils 
are  usually  qualified  to  read  at  the  second  grade  level,  they  are  im- 
mature when  compared  with  our  regular  second  graders.  Frequently 
they  do  not  possess  the  same  ability  in  hand  work  and  hand  writ- 
ing, due  to  their  immaturity,  that  our  regular  pupils  have.  They 
have  to  acquire  their  orientation  in  school  life  and  environment  in 
the  midst  of  children  who  have  already  undergone  a  full  year  of 
such  experiences.  While  this  situation  is  not  true  in  every  individ- 
ual case,  it  is  true  with  the  majority.  This  fact  places  a  considerable 
extra  burden  and  responsibility  on  the  teachers  of  grade  two.  Each 
year  we  find  one  or  two  children  who  definitely  do  not  adjust  them- 
selves, and  on  some  occasions  we  have  to  return  these  pupils  to 
grade  one.  This  move  is  always  unpleasant,  and  of  course  unpopular 
with  parents.  We  make  it  only  a  last  resort,  but  we  do  feel  that 
the  final  decision  must  rest  with  us.  I  do  not  see  what  cure  there  is 
for  this  condition  so  long  as  parents  do  not  understand  that  the 
element  of  maturity  has  something  to  do  with  school  success  in  these 
early  grades.  I  feel  very  sure,  without  concrete  proof,  I  confess,  but 
purely  from  observation  over  a  long  time,  that  some  children  nor- 
mally capable  of  excellent  work  remain  at  a  mediocre  level  for  sev- 
eral years,  due  to  an  ill-considered  haste  in  pushing  them  into  a 
situation  where  they  must  remain  struggling  to  keep  their  heads 
above  water. 

The  action  of  the  Committee  in  extending  the  entrance  age  for 
grade  one  to  include  children  born  in  January  probably  will  not 
have  any  great  bearing  on  this  situation.  Ten  or  fifteen  days  in  these 
cases  is  not  of  great  consideration.  Three,  four,  and  often  five 
months  is.  However,  the  new  regulation,  which  incidentally,  abolishes 
the  provision  for  an  extension  of  the  age  limit  beyond  the  appointed 
date,  will,  I  hope,  relieve  us  somewhat  from  the  requests  of  parents 
for  a  special  review  of  individual  cases. 

The  High  School  program  becomes  more  and  more  a  subject 
for  serious  consideration.  Countrywide,  educators  are  turning  their 
attention  to  it,  because  of  the  ever  increasing  so-called  "Youth 
Problem."  Stated  concretely,  the  problem  is  this:  What  can  be  done 
for  young  people  when  they  finish  school?  The  existence  of  such  a 
problem  implies  an  inability  to  absorb  these  young  people  in  employ- 
ment through  which  they  may  become  self  supporting. 

While  within  the  limits  of  Swampscott  there  are  no  industries, 
we  do  happen  to  be  located  in  an  area  where  certain  large  industries 
of  national  scope  are  located.  Our  young  people  have  access  to  these 
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corporations  as  potential  places  of  employment,  along  with  young 
people  of  eight  or  ten  other  communities.  Obviously,  however,  our 
graduates  must  be  prepared  for  the  type  of  work  that  is  open  to 
them,  whether  it  be  of  the  clerical,  mechanical,  or  other  type.  With 
an  end  to  determining  whether  reorganization  of  any  of  our  high 
school  departments  might  make  our  boys  and  girls  more  available 
for  positions,  Mr.  Gray  and  I  have  interviewed  the  employment  or 
personnel  managers  of  three  of  these  industries.  We  went  not  so 
much  to  gain  entree  as  to  learn.  We  had  heard  much  of  specializa- 
tion, and  of  the  fact  that  young  people  allegedly  come  out  of  school 
unprepared  for  industry.  We  had  been  told  that  our  schools  need 
reorganizing  in  the  face  of  the  demands  of  industry.  From  these  in- 
terviews we  hoped  to  find  out  what  the  common  denominator  that 
runs  through  industry  might  be,  and  to  set  to  work  accordingly. 

The  interviews,  while  limited  in  number — and  we  hope  to  extend 
our  range, — were  enlightening  to  say  the  least.  The  one  conclusion 
we  could  draw  was  that  no  feasible  alteration  in  our  present  curricu- 
la or  departments  would  find  us  coming  any  closer  to  meeting  com- 
mon demands  than  we  are  at  present.  The  reason  was  obvious. 
There  are  no  common  demands,  from  these  three  companies  at 
least,  upon  which  intelligent  reorganization  can  be  based. 

For  example,  we  got  this  advice  relative  to  office  employment: 

One  concern  does  not  employ  girls  out  of  high  school,  preferring 
girls  of  more  maturity  from  certain  business  colleges  with  which  it 
has  direct  contact.  It  gives  no  tests  and  sets  no  standards  of  accom- 
plishment, leaving  that  matter  entirely  to  its  source  of  supply. 

Another  company  takes  girls  directly  from  high  school,  and  re- 
quires especially  a  high  degree  of  skill  in  shorthand  and  typewriting, 
but  one  that  is  well  within  the  scope  of  our  training. 

The  third  industry  believes  that  schools  lay  altogether  too  much 
stress  on  the  importance  of  shorthand.  Knowledge  of  shorthand  is  no 
asset  in  gaining  employment  in  that  concern.  Girls  who  seek  employ- 
ment there  are  first  given  a  test  in  grammar  and  English  usage. 
If  they  fail  in  that  test,  even  expert  knowledge  of  shorthand  and 
typewriting  is  of  no  avail,  for  their  names  are  thrown  out;  but  if 
they  pass,  they  are  then  tested  further  on  typing  of  a  purely  copy- 
ing nature. 

Out  of  all  this,  the  only  requirements  which  we  cannot  meet 
are  those  of  native  ability  and  of  maturity.  We  have  no  way  of  in- 
creasing the  capacity  or  aptitudes  with  which  a  child  comes  into  the 
world;  nor  have  we  any  means  of  making  a  girl  older  than  the 
years  permit.  Critics  sometimes  do  not  seem  to  be  aware  of  that. 
It  may  be  that  the  extension  of  high  school  training  so  as  to  place 
most  of  the  vocational  secretarial  and  clerical  training  in  postgrad- 
uate years  on  the  Junior  or  Business  College  plan  is  the  solution. 
That  remains  to  be  seen. 

One  fact  did  stand  out  plainly  relative  to  boys.  For  boys  who 
are  graduated  from  the  commercial  course  the  three  industries  have 
no  openings  within  the  scope  of  the  school  training.  This  apparently 
is  a  common  situation.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  we  should  dis- 
courage boys  from  taking  a  strictly  commercial  course,  as  leading 
them  to  no  particular  objective. 

The  most  acceptable  specialized  training  for  boys  would  seem 
to  be  that  offered  by  trade  schools.  The  cost  of  reorganization  to  this 
type  of  school,  or  of  establishing  such  a  type  of  school  distinct 
from  our  regular  program  would  be  prohibitive  in  our  case.  Such 
schools  are  governed  by  special  legislation,  and  exist  close  to  us  in 
a  number  of  the  larger  cities.  They  are  open  and  available  to  any 
of  our  pupils  of  high  school  rating  and  the  town  of  Swampscott 
must  pay  tuition  should  any  pupil  choose  to  attend.  With  this  op- 
portunity available,  I  feel  we  can  hardly  consider  extending  into 
that  field  yet,  if  at  all. 
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In  two  of  those  three  plants  there  are,  from  time  to  time,  open- 
ings for  boys  of  18  or  19  years  old  who  have  natural  mechanical  abil- 
ities, who  have  been  taught  to  use  tools  and  materials  properly,  to 
think  in  terms  of  materials,  and  to  read,  interpret  and  make  blue 
prints.  Again,  we  can  now  supply  all  of  these  requirements  except 
that  of  native  ability  and  aptitude.  Another  plant  had  no  openings 
for  boys  in  any  skilled  employment,  and  offered  no  reward  like  pro- 
motion for  ability,  since  all  advancement  through  the  ranks  of  com- 
mon labor  was  on  a  seniority  basis.  It  frankly  preferred  employees 
of  less  imagination,  and  those  more  content  to  plod,  than  high  school 
boys  are. 

Two  or  the  plants  run  schools  on  a  trade  or  apprentice  basis. 
The  competition  for  placement  is  so  keen  and  the  number  of  vacan- 
cies so  limited  that  few  can  be  accommodated.  However,  the  require- 
ments for  entrance  to  these  schools  are  primarily  academic.  Al- 
though in  one  case  the  purpose  of  the  school  is  to  train  machinists 
for  its  own  plant,  it  considers  that  a  good  high  school  record  in 
science  and  in  mathematics  through  trigonometry,  plus  a  reputation 
for  earnest  effort,  is  about  as  good  a  set  of  qualifications  as  a  boy 
can  present.  In  the  other  company  entrance  examinations  are  re- 
quired in  both  science  and  mathematics.  We  are  organized  to  meet 
these  situations,  and  have  met  them  in  the  past. 

One  of  the  gentlemen  interviewed  authorizes  this  statement  as 

expressing  his  own  personal  opinion:  "Mr.    would  advise,  in 

absence  of  vocational  guidance  after  careful  aptitude  measurement, 
that  an  academic  educational  program  by  the  schools  would  better 
meet  general  conditions.  This  is  particularly  true  when  it  is  realized 
that  most  employables  become  so  due  to  specialized  training  sup- 
plementing high  school  education.  More  so,  too,  when  it  is  evident 
that  the  most  desirable  high  school  graduates  are  the  most  youthful 
as  a  group;  in  fact,  too  young  to  be  employed." 

The  principal  criticism  we  encountered  dealt  with  the  question 
of  selection.  The  schools,  we  were  told  for  example,  graduate  many 
pupils  who  have  no  natural  aptitudes  for  the  work  they  have  been 
trained  in,  and  who  consequently  prove  unsatisfactory  when  em- 
ployed to  perform  that  work.  We  acknowledge  that  the  criticism  is 
justified;  but  we  find  there  is  not  much  we  can  do  about  it  imme- 
diately. Industry  can  accept  or .  reject  for  a  position  any  person  it 
wishes.  The  public  schools  cannot.  Year  in  and  year  out  our  prin- 
cipals meet  with  groups  of  pupils,  with  groups  of  parents,  and  with 
individuals,  urging  that  certain  children  pursue  certain  courses  in 
accord  with  their  abilities,  their  aptitudes  and  their  interests.  Ap- 
proximately ninety  per  cent  of  the  advice  given  is  unheeded,  except 
where  it  deals  with  specific  college  preparation.  We  have  but  one 
defense  against  this  disregard,  namely,  not  to  recommend  a  pupil 
who  in  the  opinion  of  those  who  have  to  judge  him  does  not  measure 
us  to  the  demands  of  the  specific  employer.  This  is  the  policy  we  are 
pursuing.  We  do  not  see  otherwise  how  to  maintain  either  the  repu- 
tation or  the  standard  of  our  school  in  the  eyes  of  the  employers. 
It  is  perfectly  obvious  to  us  that  two  of  the  employers  we  visited 
are  ready  to  and  do  give  opportunities  to  superior  applicants,  and 
it  is  also  clear  that  there  are  enough  high  grade  candidates  so  that 
these  employers  do  not  have  to  consider  either  misfits  or  the 
mediocre. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  our  own  situation  has  been  rather  satis- 
factory so  far  as  placement  is  concerned.  Mr.  Gray,  who  has  made 
the  investigation,  can  find  out  of  our  last  graduating  class  of  116 
members  only  nine  who  are  not  in  other  schools  or  gainfully  em- 
ployed, at  least  intermittently.  He  states:  "Twenty-six  of  them  are 
in  degree  granting  colleges,  forty-four  are  attending  other  schools, 
thirty-five  are  employed,  some  intermittently,  nine  are  without  work, 
and  two  are  married." 
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In  view  of  the  fact  that  one  of  our  graduates  of  last  year  was 
awarded  one  of  the  coveted  Olin  Scholarships  at  Wesleyan  Univer- 
sity this  fall,  the  Committee  will,  I  am  sure,  be  interested  in  this 
excerpt  from  a  recent  letter  from  the  President  of  that  institution 
to  his  alumni.  He  writes: 

"Our  freshman  class  has  grown  in  size  and  in  quality;  the  num- 
ber of  applicants  for  admission  last  year  was  the  largest  in  our  his- 
tory. This  growth,  however,  has  been  primarily  from  private  secon- 
dary schools.  The  class  admitted  last  September  had  the  smallest 
number  of  high  school  graduates  for  many  years.  The  percentage  of 
boys  coming  from  high  school  has  dropped  in  five  years  from  59% 
to  46%.  About  half  of  the  remainder  secured  all  their  preparation 
in  private  schools  and  the  other  half  went  to  private  school  for  one 
year  after  high  school. 

"We  are  very  happy  to  welcome  to  Wesleyan  boys  from  the 
private  schools.  Their  scholarship  record  has  been  commendable, 
and  they  have  contributed  to  all  undergraduate  activities.  However, 
in  both  these  respects  they  are  outranked  by  our  high  school  boys. 
The  latter  have  a  higher  scholarship  average,  and  a  larger  percen- 
tage of  them  win  scholastic  honors.  Even  in  athletics  their  record 
is  superior  (although  often  preparatory  school  boys  have  the  bene- 
fit of  better,  or  at  least  more  intensive  coaching);  this  year's  Little 
Three  championship  varsity  and  freshmen  football  teams  had  more 
members  on  the  squad  coming  from  high  school  than  from  private 
school;  our  high  school  boys  have  held  more  athletic  captaincies  in 
the  last  five  years  than  the  somewhat  larger  group  of  private  secon- 
dary school  boys.  ******  We  should  like  to  see  a  considerable  ma- 
jority of  our  freshmen  coming  directly  from  high  school — perhaps 
fifty  more  high-grade  applicants  a  year." 

I  have  in  the  past  heard  rumors  that  the  colleges  felt  that 
way  about  high  school  graduates.  I  have  never  before  seen  it  over 
any  authoritative  signature. 

We  close  the  year  again  with  a  small  unexpended  balance.  The 
department  followed  the  wishes  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  with- 
held all  salary  increases  during  the  year,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
certain  injustices  were  acknowledged  in  so  acting.  The  balance  un- 
expended practically  represents  increases  intended,  but  not  given,  as 
of  September  first.

We  submit  herewith  our  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31,  1939.

Planning  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott: 

The  present  Planning  Board  is  the  first  to  be  elected  in  Swamp- 
scott under  the  new  State  Planning  Act  and  is  composed  of  a  per- 
sonnel which,  with  one  exception,  has  not  served  the  town  under  pre- 
vious Planning  Acts.  The  initial  act  of  this  Board  was  to  study  the 
new  laws  under  which  it  was  to  function  and  considerable  time  was 
spent  on  this  phase  of  the  work  before  the  Board  drafted  its  rules 
and  regulations  of  procedure,  the  adoption  of  which  were  made 
mandatory  under  the  State  law.  The  Board  has  proceeded  cautiously 
with  problems  presented  to  it  in  order  that  thorough  investigation 
might  be  made  of  all  phases  of  the  work  and  in  order  that  unfor- 
tunate precedents  might  not  be  created  and  established  which  under 
a  long-term  planning  program  would  not  serve  the  best  interests 
of  the  town. 

Proposed  Land  Developments 

The  Board  drew  up  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  the  sub- 
mission of  plans  for  proposed  land  developments  in  Swampscott  and 
during  the  year  there  were  submitted  to  the  Board  five  plans  respect- 
ing such  developments  of  land.  On  these  the  Board  held  public  hear- 
ings as  required  by  law  and  gave  their  approval  to  such  of  those 
submitted  as  conformed  to  the  by-laws  of  the  town  and  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Board. 
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Limitations  on  Business  Districts 

The  Board  has  noted  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  certain  types  of 
business  establishments  to  seek  locations  in  close  proximity  to  sim- 
ilar types  of  businesses  already  established,  and  a  tendency  on  the 
part  of  others  to  seek  locations  encroaching  upon  residential  areas. 
The  Board  seriously  doubts  whether  an  unreasonable  increase  in 
the  number  of  such  establishments,  furnishing  services  far  in  excess 
of  town  requirements,  will,  under  a  long-term  planning  program, 
serve  the  best  interests  of  the  town.  The  Board,  on  this  ground, 
has  seen  fit  to  voice  its  disapproval  on  several  applications  for  gas- 
oline service  stations  on  which  the  Board  of  Selectmen  held  public 
hearings.  The  Board  has  in  mind,  however,  that  it  may  be  necessary 
to  enact  a  by-law  in  order  to  limit  the  number  of  such  establish- 
ments within  a  given  area. 

Underground  Utilities 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  for  1939  commissioned  the  new 
Planning  Board  to  investigate  and  study  the  problem  of  Under- 
ground Utilities  in  the  town.  The  Board  has  held  numerous  confer- 
ences with  the  State  Planning  Board  in  Boston,  the  Lynn  Gas  & 
Electric  Co.  and  the  New  England  Tel.  &  Tel.  Co.  Based  on  its  in- 
vestigation and  study  the  Board  has  prepared  a  report  with  its  re- 
commendations for  submission  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

S-Curve  Eliminations 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1939  also  commissioned  the  Plan- 
ning Board  to  investigate  and  study  the  matter  of  eliminating  the 
S-Curve  at  the  junction  of  Paradise  road  and  Burrill  street.  The 
Board  has  conferred  with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Engineer  and  has  prepared 
a  report  with  its  recommendations,  which  will  be  submitted  to  the 
next  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Zoning 

The  Board  considers  that  one  of  the  most  important  pieces  of 
town  legislation  during  the  year  was  the  adoption  of  a  zoning  by- 
law regulating  the  frontage  and  area  of  building  lots  in  District  3 
and  District  2-B.  The  Board  held  public  hearing  on  the  by-laws  as 
proposed  by  the  Zoning  Committee  and  gave  the  said  by-law  its 
whole-hearted  recommendation  and  approval.  It  is  considered  by  the 
Board  that  a  definite  step  in  the  right  direction  has  been  made  in 
the  adoption  of  this  by-law,  and,  accordingly,  the  Board  feels  strong- 
ly that  it  should  be  extended  to  the  other  districts  within  the  town. 
In  general,  the  Board  feels  that  the  time  has  come  for  a  thorough 
investigation  and  revision  of  the  zoning  by-laws  of  the  town,  be- 
lieving that  such  action  is  most  appropriate  in  view  of  changed 
needs  and  conditions  of  the  town,  together  with  advancements  made 
in  the  science  of  city  and  town  planning. 

Long-Term  Planning 

The  town  saw  fit  to  delegate  one  of  its  members  to  attend  a 
meeting  in  Worcester  sponsored  by  the  State  Planning  Board.  The 
discussion  at  this  meeting  covered  various  phases  of  town  planning, 
but  the  report  on  the  discussion  of  long-term  planning,  now  in  ef- 
fect in  various  communities  throughout  the  country,  was  of  particu- 
lar interest  to  the  Board.  The  nearest  community  in  this  state  hav- 
ing such  a  program  is  Winchester.  We  believe  that  there  may  be 
considerable  merit  in  long-term  planning  and  the  Board  is  presently 
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engaged  in  the  study  of  the  procedure  and  merits  of  such  a  program 
as  it  might  be  made  applicable  to  the  Town  of  Swampscott.  The 
Board  would  welcome  any  constructive  information  and  suggestions 
relative  to  such  a  program.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  of  1939. 

All  asphalt  and  road  oil  used  this  year  was  bought  under  con- 
tract. 

A  great  number  of  our  old  macadam  streets  in  town  were  built 
fifteen  to  twenty  years  ago.  The  surfaces  of  these  streets  have 
never  been  touched  since  and  are  all  dried  out,  cracked  and  badly 
worn.  Our  appropriation  for  sealcoating  is  far  too  limited  so  only 
a  few  of  these  could  be  taken  care  of  this  year.  A  coat  of  hot! 
asphalt  is  applied  on  the  surface  of  these  streets,  then  covered  with 
crushed  stone  and  rolled  with  our  steam  roller.  Following  is  a  list 
of  streets  done  this  year  showing  the  amount  of  material  used  on 
each.  Stetson  avenue,  3000  gallons  asphalt,  158  tons  of  stone;  Nor- 
folk avenue,  3000  gallons  asphalt,  158  tons  of  stone;  Elmwood  road, 
from  Monument  avenue  to  Sheridan  road,  1000  gallons  asphalt,  53 
tons  of  stone;  Burrill  street,  from  Essex  street  to  Boynton  street, 
2500  gallons  asphalt,  146  tons  of  stone;  Grant  road,  500  gallons 
asphalt,  26  tons  of  stone;  Bradlee  avenue,  from  Phillips  avenue  to 
Humphrey  street,  1800  gallons  asphalt,  96  tons  of  stone;  and  Mount- 
wood  road  circle,  250  gallons  asphalt  and  15  tons  of  stone.  After 
the  cars  have  traveled  over  these  streets,  a  week  or  more,  a  cer- 
tain percentage  of  the  crushed  stone  is  thrown  to  the  side  into  the 
gutters.  This  is  all  reclaimed  by  the  department,  taken  to  the  town 
yard  and  mixed  into  our  asphalt  patch. 

Repairs  on  tar,  asphalt  or  cement  sidewalks  either  in  whole  or 
in  part,  have  been  made  on  the  following  streets:  Blaney,  Boynton, 
Burrill,  Humphrey,  King,  New  Ocean,  Pine  and  Redington  streets, 
and  Beach,  Franklin  and  Palmer  avenues,  and  Andrew,  Banks,  Barn- 
stable, Devens,  Farragut,  Outlook,  and  Walker  roads,  and  Bay  View 
drive,  Kensington  lane  and  Claremont  terrace. 

All  patching  material  used  for  the  maintenance  of  streets  and 
sidewalks  is  mixed  by  our  department  using  sand,  crushed  stone, 
and  asphalt.  This  material  was  used  to  resurface  the  driveway 
around  the  Police  Station,  also  seal  coat  the  Town  Hall  parking 
space.  This  material  was  also  used  on  Eulow  street  to  bring  same 
up  to  grade  as  the  road  had  been  sinking.  The  car  tracks  were  cov- 
ered over  with  this  material  on  Essex  street  from  the  Lynn  line  to 
the  corner  of  Cherry  street. 

The  end  of  Eureka  avenue  was  extended  50  feet  further  by  re- 
moving trees  and  boulders,  bringing  same  to  grade  by  filling  in  with 
gravel  and  surfacing  same  with  patch  material. 

At  the  corner  of  Redington  street  and  Banks  road,  a  bad  blind 
corner  for  auto  drivers  was  overcome  by  cutting  down  the  trees 
and  brush  on  a  vacant  lot  there. 
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Our  catch  basin  digger  cleaned  out  our  basins  in  town  at  least 
three  times  this  year.  There  are  a  few  basins  too  small  for  the 
digger  to  handle  and  these  are  taken  care  of  by  hand.  There  is  now 
approximately  about  500  of  these  in  town. 

Seventy-five  new  street  signs  made  from  wood  were  placed 
around  town  to  take  care  of  those  that  were  found  broken. 

The  decking  on  Essex  street  bridge,  also  the  board  sidewalk 
had  to  be  repaired. 

All  the  streets  in  town  were  cleaned  at  least  twice  during  the 
year.  Burrill  street  from  Essex  street  to  the  Monument,  and  Hum- 
phrey street,  from  the  Lynn  line  to  Millet  road  were  cleaned  every 
day  during  the  summer  months. 

Essex  street  from  the  Lynn  line  to  the  cemetery  and  New 
Ocean  street  were  cleaned  once  a  week.  The  Danvers  and  Essex 
street  bridges  were  cleaned  three  times  a  week. 

Starting  May  29,  1939,  both  Fisherman's  and  Whales  beaches, 
the  latter  being  in  front  of  .the  New  Ocean  House,  were  cleaned 
every  day  during  the  summer  months.  Phillips  Beach,  in  front  of 
the  Beach  Club  and  in  front  of  the  Hotel  Preston,  were  cleaned  20 
times  during  the  summer. 

In  various  sections  of  the  town,  21  curbstones  had  to  be  lowered 
to  make  driveways. 

Five  new  basin  tops  were  purchased  to  replace  broken  ones  and 
one  old  catch  basin  had  to  be  rebuilt  owing  to  a  cave-in. 

A  fence  40  feet  long  was  built  in  front  of  the  Hotel  Preston 
on  Atlantic  avenue. 

On  Millett  road  for  a  distance  of  65  feet,  a  new  10-inch  drain 
pipe  was  relaid  to  replace  the  broken  ones. 

In  the  fall  of  the  year,  the  leaves  falling  from  the  trees  keep 
this  department  very  busy  for  about  four  weeks  cleaning  thern  up 
and  carting  them  to  the  dump. 

This  fall,  the  department  bought  a  sand  spreader  which  is  used 
on  our  1936  5-ton  White  truck.  To  date,  it  has  been  used  once  and 
proved  very  satisfactory. 

One  new  cement  mixer,  the  old  one  turned  in  toward  the  pur- 
chase price. 

Our  snow  fighting  equipment  now  includes  the  following:  one 
5-ton  White  truck,  13  years  old;  one  5-ton  White  truck,  bought  in 
1936;  one  1%-ton  Ford  truck,  five  years  old;  one  5-ton  tractor, 
bought  in  1927  which  can  only  be  used  to  plow  snow  after  a  depth 
of  10  inches  or  more  has  fallen;  and  two  sand  spreaders. 

All  trucks  are  equipped  with  removable  bladed  plows  and  the 
tractor  has  a  V  plow.  We  also  have  on  hand  at  the  yard,  over  500 
yards  of  sand  treated  with  calcium  of  chloride,  to  be  used  on  slip- 
pery sidewalks  and  streets.  We  also  have  14  sidewalk  snow  plows 
which  are  horse  drawn. 

Our  snow  fences  this  year  were  taken  down  in  April  and  put 
up  again  in  December  as  follows:  Salem  street,  Crosman  and  Linden 
avenues,  Stanley  and  Sumner  roads,  Dale  street,  Dennison  avenue, 
and  Atlantic  avenue  near  the  Marblehead  line.  Two  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  of  this  fence  had  to  be  replaced  this  year  to  take  care  of  that 
which  was  broken. 

All  our  equipment  was  overhauled  and  tuned  up  this  year  as 
follows:  Both  White  trucks,  Ford  truck,  Pontiac,  Meade  Morrison 
tractor,  two  mixers  used  for  mixing  cement  or  asphalt  patch,  and 
catch  basin  digger.  Four  new  tires  and  tubes  were  put  on  the  rear  of 
the  Ford  truck  to  take  the  place  of  worn  out  ones. 

W.  P.  A. 

All  WPA  projects  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sur\eyor 
of  Highways.  Following  is  a  list  of  projects  done  this  year: 
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On  Beach  Bluff  avenue  a  drain  was  laid  with  eight  new  man- 
holes and  seventeen  catch  basins.  Eeinforced  concrete  pipe  was 
used  here  including  590  linear  feet  of  18  inch,  960  feet  of  15  inch, 
and  1000  linear  feet  of  12  inch. 

On  Crosman  avenue  a  drain  was  laid  with  six  new  manholes 
and  eight  catch  basins.  Reinforced  concrete  pipe  was  used  includ- 
ing 576  linear  feet  of  18  inch,  484  linear  feet  of  15  inch,  584  linear 
feet  of  12  inch. 

On  Elmwood  road  a  drain  was  laid  with  two  new  manholes  and 
five  catch  basins.  444  linear  feet  of  15  inch  reinforced  concrete  pipe 
was  used. 

Tid  street  had  a  200  linear  foot  drain  laid,  3  new  catch  basins 
built,  using  a  10  inch  metal  culvert  pipe.  Sidewalks  were  built  of 
type  D  mix,  and  the  street  brought  up  to  grade.  The  road  surface 
was  then  sealcoated  with  asphalt  using  800  gallons  and  sand  spread 
over  this. 

Continuous  sidewalks  and  curbstone  program  WPA  labor  is 
used  and  the  material  including  type  E  asphalt  mixture  and  curb- 
stone are  all  bought  under  contract.  Following  is  a  list  of  streets 
done  this  year  and  the  amount  of  material  used:  Phillips  avenue, 
3605  square  yards  of  type  E,  no  curbing;  Orchard  circle,  1057  linear 
feet  of  curbing  and  922.4  square  yards  of  type  E;  Neighborhood 
road,  2695  linear  feet  curbing  and  262.5  square  yards  of  type  E; 
Nason  road,  273  linear  feet  of  curbing  and  184.3  square  yards  of 
type  E;  Aspen  road,  1937.9  linear  feet  of  curbing  and  1225.2  square 
yards  of  type  E;  Ocean  View  road,  458.7  linear  feet  of  curbing  and 
290.3  square  yards  of  type  E;  Sargent  road,  966  linear  feet  of  curb- 
ing and  51.1  square  yards  of  type  E;  Essex  street,  417  linear  feet  of 
curbing  and  338.8  square  yards  of  type  E. 

I  wish  to  recommend  that  the  town  purchase  the  following  new 
equipment:  Compressor,  5-ton  gasoline  tandem  roller  and  one  2%- 
ton  truck,  and  buy  new  street  signs  to  be  placed  over  the  town. 
That  the  car  tracks  on  Humphrey  street  from  the  Marblehead  line 
to  the  junction  of  Atlantic  avenue  and  Puritan  road  be  taken  up  and 
replaced  with  bituminous  macadam  or  other  suitable  material.  That 
Puritan  road  from  the  junction  of  Humphrey  street  near  the  fish- 
house  to  Galloupe's  Point  be  resurfaced  with  bituminous  macadam.

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library 

o?r^5>n  present  their  ann^al  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
ol,  19o9. 

Circulation  and  Attendance 

The  total  circulation  (adult  plus  juvenile)  for  the  year  1939 
was  103,157,  an  increase  of  2076  over  1938.  It  is  particularly  grati- 
fying to  report  an  increase  of  2241  in  non-fiction.  This  indicates  that 
the  importance  of  the  Library  as  a  means  of  adult  education  is 
recognized  each  year  by  a  larger  number  of  people.  The  attendance 
also  shows  an  increase  of  644  over  1938. 
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Changes  in  the  Library  Staff 

Resignation:  Through  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Walker 
Forbes  in  July  the  Library  lost  a  willing  and  efficient  member  of  the 
staff. 

Retirement:  Because  of  ill  health,  Mrs.  E.  Louise  Wherren  was 
retired  on  pension  December  15th.  Mrs.  Wherren  had  given  fifteen 
years  of  conscientious  service  in  the  Library.  Her  retirement  is  a 
source  of  regret  to  the  Trustees. 

Children's  Librarian:  After  carefully  considering  the  qualifica- 
tions of  a  number  of  candidates,  the  Board  of  Trustees  elected  Miss 
Greta  L.  Rose  as  Children's  Librarian.  Miss  Rose  is  a  graduate  of 
Acadia  University  also  of  Simmons  College  where  she  completed  the 
course  in  Library  Science  and  specialized  in  children's  work.  She 
has  had  previous  experience  both  in  teaching  and  library  work  and 
is  well  equipped  to  take  charge  of  the  Children's  Department  in  our 
library. 

Assistant:  In  July  Miss  Dorothy  Fox  of  Swampscott  was  elected 
to  the  Library  staff.  Miss  Fox  is  a  graduate  of  Wheaton  College, 
has  taken  a  course  in  Library  Science  at  Simmons  College  and  ac- 
quired a  wide  knowledge  of  books  during  her  employment  at  Good- 
speed's  Book  Store  in  Boston. 

Pamphlets  and  Pictures 

The  library  has  established  during  the  year  two  new  collections 
to  supplement  its  book  stock,  one  of  the  pamphlets  in  the  Adult  De- 
partment, the  other  of  pictures  in  the  Children's  Room.  Much  worth- 
while information  is  published  today  in  loose,  pamphlet  form  and 
the  library  recognizes  its  duty  to  make  such  material  available  for 
reference  and  for  circulation. 

The  use  of  and  demand  for  illustrative  material  has  increased  in 
recent  years,  both  for  school  work  and  for  individual  needs;  in  order 
to  satisfy  this  demand,  a  collection  of  approximately  400  pictures 
on  various  subjects  have  been  mounted  and  classified,  and  are  avail- 
able for  circulation.  This  collection,  like  the  pamphlet  file,  is  con- 
stantly growing. 


Gifts 

Friends  of  the  library  have  been  generous  in  their  gifts  during 
the  year  and  104  books  have  been  added  to  the  collection  through 
gifts  made  by  these  friends.  In  addition  to  the  aforementioned  vol- 
umes, Mrs.  A.  Leroy  Ellis  presented  the  library  with  over  200  tech- 
nical and  scientific  books,  with  the  understanding  that  those  not 
suitable  for  a  small  public  library  might  be  used  as  exchanges  with 
some  other  library.  To  that  end,  negotiations  are  in  progress  with 
Harvard  College  to  exchange  about  150  of  these  books  for  some 
they  can  give  us  which  are  of  more  value  to  us. 

The  library  has  also  had  given  it  many  magazines  and  pictures 
which  have  been  of  use  for  the  picture  collection.

During  the  summer  months,  a  Reading  Club  called  "To  the 
World's  Fair  by  Books"  was  sponsored  and  aroused  much  enthu- 
siasm among  the  school  children.  Over  80  readers  were  enrolled  in 
the  club,  of  whom  53  received  their  badges  for  having  read  a  requi- 
site number  of  books  on  various  subjects. 

Book  Week  was  celebrated  November  12-18  with  a  display  of 
books  and  articles  from  foreign  countries,  generously  loaned  by 
Swampscott  citizens.  The  Children's  Room  was  appropriately  deco- 
rated and  many  special  displays  of  books  were  in  evidence. 


Co-operation  with  Town  Organizations  and  Groups 

The  library  has  co-operated  in  various  ways  with  different  or- 
ganized groups  within  the  town,  in  an  effort  to  increase  further  use 
of  the  library  and  to  make  its  resources  of  greater  value.  To  that 
end,  booklists  have  been  prepared  and  displays  of  books  have  been 
made  available  for  such  organizations  as  the  Parent-Teacher  Asso- 
ciation, The  Swampscott  Women's  Club,  and  the  Visiting  Nurse 
Association. 


Co-operation  with  the  School  Department 

In  an  effort  to  aid  the  School  Department  in  its  teaching  pro- 
gram, the  library  has  set  aside  a  section  of  shelves  to  be  known  as 
"The  High  School  Bookshelf"  and  on  which  are  kept  books  selected 
from  the  outside  reading  lists  of  the  High  School  students.  Each 
of  these  books  is  suitably  labeled  to  indicate  the  course  to  which 
it  pertains. 

During  the  Spring  the  library  had  on  deposit  at  the  High 
School  a  group  of  about  50  books  especially  requested  by  the  teach- 
ers for  use  in  their  assignments. 


Additional  Hours 

In  April  a  feature  of  additional  helpfulness  was  inaugurated 
when  the  Library  began  a  schedule  of  ten  additional  hours  of  ser- 
vice each  week,  opening  at  9  A.M.  each  Tuesday  and  Saturday,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  52  hours  per  week  during  which  the  library  is  open. 
This  has  been  found  to  be  helpful  to  an  increasing  number  of  people 
and  this  schedule  of  hours  will  continue  indefinitely,  thus  surpass- 
ing the  minimum  standard  of  hours  recommended  by  the  State  Divi- 
sion of  Public  Libraries. 


Changes  in  Equipment 

New  shelving  has  been  added  in  the  Children's  Room,  and  the 
circulation  desk  in  the  Main  Reading  Room  has  been  re-adjusted  to 
provide  for  the  more  efficient  handling  of  incoming  and  outgoing 
books. 

The  120  feet  of  chain-link  fence  authorized  by  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  has  been  erected,  making  a  distinct  addition  to  the  property 
of  the  Library  and  it  has  proved  to  be  of  decided  value  in  protecting 
the  property  and  adjoining  lawns.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

The  Board  of  Health  herewith  submits  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1939,  together  with  those  of  its  vari- 
ous officers. 

The  past  year  was  a  very  satisfactory  one  from  a  public  health 
standpoint  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  was  a  slight  increase  in 
the  number  of  communicable  diseases  reported. 

Two  news  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  reported  dur- 
ing the  year  but  there  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  there  are  three  patients  at  the  Eissex  Sanatorium,  two  of 
the  patients  being  admitted  during  the  past  year.  Forty-nine  per- 
sons have  been  examined  and  X-rayed  at  the  sanatorium  out-patient 
clinics.  During  the  year  check-up  visits  have  been  made,  to  the 
(homes  of  all  persons  who  have  had  tuberculosis  in  one  form  or  an- 
other, at  regular  intervals  and  advice  and  instructions  given  when 
necessary. 

Forty-six  residents  and  eleven  non-residents  have  been  bitten 
by  dogs  this,  year  and1  one  case  of  cat  bite  was  reported.  Anti-rabic 
treatment  was  necessary  in  three  cases  because  the  persons  bitten 
were  unable  to  obtain  the  name  of  the  owner  or  the  license  number 
of  the  dog  and  we  were  unable  to  locate  the  dog.  The  expense  of 
the  vaccine  and  the  services  of  the  physician  had  to  be  borne  by  this 
department  as  the  County  Commissioners  will  not  reimburse  the 
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town  unless  it  is  proven  conclusively  that  the  dog  doing  the  biting 
was  duly  licensed.  It  is  accordingly  important  that  the  person  bit- 
ten makes  every  effort  to  obtain  the  name  of  the  owner,  the  lic- 
ense number  or  as  complete  a  description  of  the  dog  as  possible  in 
order  that  the  Inspector  of  Animals  may  locate  the  dog.  We  are 
•still  getting  reports  of  persons  being  bitten  by  unlicensed  dogs. 

Dental  and  Pre-School  examinations  have  been  made  as  usual. 
One  hundred  eighty-two  pupils  in  the  ninth  and  eleventh  grades  of 
the  parochial  and  public  schools  were  given  the  Von  Pirquet  test 
for  tuberculosis  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  McHugh  of  the  Essex 
Sanatorium.  Twenty-one  of  those  tested  showed  a  positive  reaction 
and  were  accordingly  X-rayed. 

The  water  situation  in  the  Swampscott  Highlands  district  is 
a  serious  problem  and  has  been  especially  so  since  the  cold  weather 
made  it  necessary  to  shut  off  the  town  -supply.  Many  of  the  wells 
have  dried  up  and  in  those  cases  where  water  was  available  it  was 
barely  enough  to  care  for  the  needs  of  the  owner.  The  situation  be- 
came so  acute  and  the  need  for  water  so  bad  that  the  chain  on  the 
pump  on  the  well  driven  by  the  town  was  broken  and  the  water  used 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  had 
declared  the  water  unfit  for  domestic  use.  In  order  to  prevent  the 
use  of  the  water  it  was  necessary  to  remove  the  pump  to  protect 
the  residents  of  that  district  from  the  dangers  which  the  use  of  the 
water  involved. 

During  the  summer  innumerable  complaints  were  received  from 
all  sections  of  the  town  relative  to  mosquitoes.  The  matter  was 
taken  up  with  the  Finance  Committee  who  transferred  funds  to  the 
use  of  the  Tree  Warden  in  an  effort  to  eliminate  the  nuisances.  rAll 
known  breeding  places  were  sprayed  with  oil  and  where  possible 
ditching  and  draining  was  done.  In  most  instances  the  treatment 
was  effective  but  in  the  Palmer  Pond  and  Phillips  Park  areas  it  was 
impossible  to  obtain  any  abatement  of  the  conditions.  Conditions 
in  these  areas  were  so>  bad  that  the  guests  at  the  Hotel  Preston  and 
New  Ocean  House  were  threatening  and  in  some  instances  did  leave 
the  hotels.  In  an  effort  to  arrive  at  a  satisfactory  solution  of  the 
problem  we  requested  the  assistance  of  the  State  Reclamation  Board 
who  sent  Robert  W.  Wales,  Entomologist,  here  to  study  the  situa- 
tion and  advise  us  as  to  procedure. 

On  July  19,  1939,  the  following  were  received  by  the  health  of- 
ficer:

Dear  Sir: — 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Robert  W.  Wales,  Field  Agent  and  En- 
tomologist for  the  State  Reclamation  Board,  I  am  enclosing  a  copy 
of  his  report  on  mosquito  breeding  conditions  at  Swampscott  based 
on  his  survey  of  last  week. 
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In  looking'  over  our  records  as  to  a  previous  investigation  of 
conditions  in  Swampscott  we  find  that  Mr.  Wales  made  a  report  in 
December,  1933  which  will  probably  be  of  interest  to  your  board.  In 
February,  1934  at  our  request  Mr.  F.  L.  Sellew,  District  Waterways 
Engineer  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  made  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  draining  Palmers  pond  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  mos- 
quito breeding  in  the  town.  It  has  occurred  to  the  board  that  this 
estimate  and  the  blueprint  and  sketches  covering  same  might  be  of 
interest  to  your  board  in  your  consideration  of  possible  means  of 
correcting  the  present  mosquito  nuisance.  We  are,  therefore,  en- 
closing two  copies  of  Mr.  Wales's  report  of  July,  1939,  one  copy  of 
his  report  of  December,  1933,  two  copies  of  Mr.  Sellew's  estimate  and 
two  copies  of  his  report  both  dated  February  and  January,  1934, 
together  with  blueprint  and  sketches.  Of  course  Mr.  Sellew's.  esti- 
mate was  based  on  the  costs  of  labor  and  materials  at  that  time. 

As  the  blueprint  and  sketches  are  the  only  copies  in  our  file  we 
would  appreciate  it  if  they  could  be  returned  after  they  have  .served 
their  purpose  with  you. 

If  we  can  be  of  any  further  service  to  the  Board  of  Health,  in  its 
endeavor  to  improve  the  mosquito  situation  in  Swampscott  do  not 
hesitate  to  call  on  us.

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  1939  report  of  Mr.  Wales  to  the 
State  Reclamation  Board: 

TO:  State  Reclamation  Board 

FROM:  Robert  W.  Wales,  Entomologist 

SUBJECT:  Mosquito  Nuisance  at  Swampscott 

In  response  to  a  telephone  request  from  Mr.  C.  W.  Horton, 
Health  Officer  for  the  Board  of  Health  of  Swampscott,  for  assist- 
ance in  combating  the  serious  mosquito  nuisance  occurring  in  the 
town  the  writer  went  to  Swampscott  Tuesday  morning,  July  11th, 
1939. 

Mr.  Horton  reported  that  mosquitoes  have  been  extremely  bad 
around  the  New  Ocean  House,  in  the  vicinity  of  Phillips  park,  and 
throughout  the  area  between  tihe  New  Ocean  House  and  Palmers 
Pond.  I  learned  subsequently  that  there  has  also  been  a  great  deal 
of  trouble  at  the  Hotel  Preston. 

With  Mr.  F.  C.  Burk,  Tree  Warden,  a  thorough  survey  of  all 
possible  breeding  places,  particularly  those  in  the  vicinity  above 
mentioned,  was  made.  It  was  found  that  with  the  exception  of  Pal- 
mers Pond,  these  had  been  oiled  earlier  in  the  season  and,  at  the 
time  of  the  survey  were  all  dry  thereby  eliminating  them  as  possi- 
ble sources  of  the  present  mosquito  nuisance  Specimens  of  mos- 
quitoes were  taken  on  the  evening  of  July  11th  at  the  New  Ocean 
House,  Phillips  park,  Little's  point,  and  Palmers  pond.  With  the 
exception  of  those  collected  at  Little's  point,  all  specimens  taken 
were  of  the  species  known  as  Mansonia  perturbans.  At  Little's  point, 
of  seven  specimens  taken  five  were  mansonia  perturbans.  This  par- 
ticular species  of  mosquito  breeds  in  ponds  and  deep  swamps  where 
there  is  floating  vegetation  such  as  the  cattails.  The  larvae  of  this 
species,  unlike  other  species  of  mosquitoes,  is  not  free  swimming 
but  is  attached  to  the  vascular  roots  of  vegetation  below  the  surface 
of  the  water.  Because  of  this  characteristic  they  cannot  be  reached 
by  the  application  of  oil  except  during  the  few  hours  when  the  adult 
mosquitoes  are  emerging  from  the  pupa  cases.    Palmers  pond  has  a 
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very  heavy  growth  of  cattails,  one  of  the  plants  upon  which  larvae 
of  this  mosquito  is  known  to  be  attached  Furthermore,  Palmers 
pond  is  the  only  place  where  conditions  suitable  for  the  breeding 
of  this  mosquito  is  within  flight  range  of  the  locality  in  which  the 
trouble  is  being  experienced.  All  indications,  point  to  Mansonia  per- 
turbansl  as  the  mosquito  which  is  causing  the  trouble  and  to  Palmers 
pond  as  the  source  of  this  mosquito. 

The  control  of  the  breeding  of  this  mosquito  can  be  accomp- 
lished by  the  elimination  of  conditions  under  which  it  can  breed. 
This  could  be  accomplished  at  Palmers  pond  by  one  of  the  following 
methods: 

No.  1.  Complete  drainage  of  the  pond  so  that  water  would  not 
stand  around  the  roots  of  the  cattails. 

No.  2.  Dredging  the  center  portion  of  the  pond  to  a  depth  too 
great  for  the  growth  of  the  cattails  and  using  the  dredge  material 
to  raise  the  elevation  of  the  borders  of  the  pond  so  that  conditions 
would  not  be  suitable  for  their  growth  there. 

No.  3.  Opening  the  pond  to  the  ebb  and  flow  of  .tide,  thereby 
creating  a  condition  under  which  cattails  would  not  grow. 

No.  4.  The  use  of  a  larvacide  to  kill  the  mosquitoes  as  they 
come  to  the  surface  of  4the  water  for  emergence  and  also  to  kill  the 
eggs  which  are  laid  on  the  surface  of  the  water,  and  which  provide 
the  following)  year's  crop  of  mosquitoes. 

In  1933  a  study  of  Palmers  pond  was  made  by  this  board  and 
by  Mr.  Francis  L.  Sellew,  District  Waterways  Engineer,  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  Public  Works,  to  determine  the  possibilities  of 
djrainaige.  This  study  was  made  at  that  time  because  there  seemed 
a  possibility  that  something  might  be  done  under  a  WPA  project 
sponsored  by  the  State  Reclamation  Board,  It  was  found  subse- 
quently that  such  a  project  could  not  be  sponsored  by  this  board  and 
the  matter  was.  dropped.  During  that  study  profiles  of  the  pond  and 
plans  of  an  adequate  means  of  drainage  were  made.  rA  copy  of  re- 
ports of  the  entomologist  of  the  board  and  of  the  plans  and  esti- 
mates supplied  by  Mr.  Sellew  are  being  forwarded  with  this  report. 

Concerning  other  means  of  control,  no  special  studies  have1  been 
made.  In  regard  to  No.  4,  i.e.,  the  use  of  larvacide,  this  would  have 
to  be  largely  a  matter  of  trial  as  this  board  has  no  knowledge  of 
any  case  in  which  it  has  been  successfully  used  in  the  control  of 
Mansonia  perturbans.  It  seems  reasonable  to  expect  that  if  the  lar- 
vacide could  be  kept  on  the  water  during  the  period  from  the  mid- 
dle of  June  to  the  middle  of  September,,  the  emergence  of  this  mos- 
quito could  be  controlled.  To  accomplish  this  would  probably  re- 
quire applications  of  larvacide  at  intervals  of  about  10  days.  The 
use  of  larvacide  if  successful  would  not  change  conditions,  in  the  pond 
and  it  would  be  effective  only  for  the  year  in  which  it  was  tried. 
In  other  words,  this  method  of  control  would  have  to  be  used  year 
after  year. 

The  other  methocls  suggested  involve  a  change  in  the  conditions 
within  the  pond  itself  and  would  be  of  a  more  permanent  nature. 

Previous  examinations  of  Palmers  pond  have  shown  that  it  is 
a  source  of  mosquitoes,  of  other  species  than  Mansonia  perturbans. 
Drainage  or  dredging  would  also  prevent  the  breeding  of  these  spe- 
cies. In  wet  seasons  large  numbers  of  these  species  are  undoubted- 
ly produced  in  the  marshy  margin  of  the  pond.  They  are  not  a  fac- 
tor in  the  present  case,  however. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  most  satisfactory  treatment  of  the  area 
would  be  the  drainage  as  indicated  by  Mr.  Sellew.  Such  a  project 
would  have  to  be  undertaken  by  the  town.  The  participation  of  the 
Reclamation  Board  could  be  only  advisory. 
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In  regard  to  the  steps  that  have  been  taken  by  the  Board  of 
Health  this  year  to  combat  the  mosquito  nuisance  within  the  town, 
the  work  has  been  intelligently  and  effectively  done.  It  has  undoubt- 
edly brought  about  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  numbers  of  mo- 
squitoes that  would  have  been  prevalent  otherwise.  The  fact  that 
the  principal  source  of  the  nuisance  has,  been  found  to  be  a  species 
of  mosquito  not  controllable  by  the  methods  used  against  all  other 
species  could  have  been  learned  only  by  a  specialist  in  mosquito  con- 
trol. It  is  essential  in  controlling  the  mosquito  nuisance  within  a 
community  that  funds  be  at  hand  to  enable  prompt  action  to  be  taken 
whenever  conditions  arise  under  which  heavy  mosquito  breeding 
may  occur.  A  provision  in  the  annual  budget  of  the  Board  of  Health 
for  funds  for  mosquito  control  would  make  such  action  possible.

As  a  result  of  Mr.  Wales  report  and  the  information  submitted 
by  the  State  Reclamation  Board,  Mr.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer1  and  the 
Health  Officer  held  a  conference  with  Francis  L.  Sellew,  District 
Waterways  Engineer  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works,  at 
Palmers  pond  relative  to  the  draining  of  the  pond.  At  the  confer- 
ence Mr.  Sellew  stated  that  it  was  his  opinion  that  the  pond  was:  one 
of  the  Great  Ponds  of  the  State  and  that  it  would  be  impossible  for 
the  town  to  do  any  work  there  without  first  obtaining  a  license  from 
the  Department  of  Public  Works.  As  a  result  of  the  conference  Mr. 
Sellew  made  a  report  to  Edward  Wright,  Sanitary  Engineer  of  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Health,  a  copy  of  which  follows:

Under  date  of  February  19,  1934  I  wrote  you  as  Chairman  of 
the  State  Drainage  Board  relative  to  drainage  of  Palmers  pond, 
Swampscott.  I  recently  received  a  call  from  Mr.  Pratt,  Town  Engi- 
neer of  Swampscott  relative  to  said  information  and  a  sketch  of 
plan  which  I  presented  to  you  with  my  letter  covering  possible  drain- 
age of  Palmers  pond.  Mr.  Pratt  calls  my  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  drainage  problem  of  Palmers  pond  is  not  as  simple  as  was  out- 
lined at  that  time  due  to  the  fact  that  the  surface  water  drainage 
of  a  large  portion  of  the  town  of  Swampscott  wastes  into  Palmers 
pond.  This  means  that  at  some  times  during  period  of  heavy  run 
off  considerable  quantity  of  water  is  sent  direct  into  Palmers  pond 
and  Mr.  Pratt  states  that  in  order  to  properly  drain  Palmers  pond 
the  drain  must  of  necessity  be  large  enough  not  only  to>  care  for 
normal'  run  off  reaching  Palmers  pond  but  to  care  for  the  surface 
water  which  the  drainage  system  also  delivers  into  that  body  of  wa- 
ter. Mr.  Pratt  has  gone  into  this  question  in  some  detail  and  has 
figured  that  a  pipe  of  sufficient  size  to  meet  the  requirements  for 
all  drainage  would  have  to  be  30  inches  in  diameter  whereas  the 
pipe  originally  suggested  for  this  location  was  only  15  inches  in  di- 
ameter. Furthermore,  Mr.  Pratt  feels  that  the  pipe  should  be  com- 
pletely enclosed  in  a  mass  of  concrete  on  the  outer  end  and  in  this 
respect  I  am  inclined  to  agree  with  him.  The  change  in  size  of  pipe 
and  corresponding  change  in  other  portions  of  the  drainage  would 
necessarily  increase  the  cost  of  drainage  of  Palmers  pond  very  ma- 
terially over  that  estimated  in  my  letter  of  February  19,  1934. 
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Apparently  the  Town  of  Swampscott  is  much  disturbed  by  the 
condition  of  Palmers  pond  in  that  there  is  present  a  heavy  growth 
of  rushes  which  retards  drainage  and  apparently  has  caused  a  con- 
siderable increase  in  the  mosquito  breeding  in  the  locality.  The  town 
is  anxious  to  eliminate  this  growth  in  the  pond  and  I  discussed  with 
Mr.  Pratt  possible  measures  for  eliminating  this  growth.  It  appears, 
however,  that  excavation  in  the  pond  would  be  only  a  temporary 
measure  and  I  believe  that  no  permanent  improvement  can  be  se- 
cured by  any  other  means  than  by  completely  filling  the  pond. 
This  might  be  done  by  hydraulic  dredging  operation,  material  be- 
ing taken  from  the  bay  and  pumped  into  the  pond.  The  records  of 
this  department  indicate  that  Palmers  pond,  formerly  known  as 
Phillip's  pond,  is  a  great  pond  of  the  Commonwealth  having  an  area 
of  14  acres.  It,  therefore,  appears  that  any  work  carried  on  in  this 
pond,  whether  filling  or  drainage,  requires  'a  license  from  the  De- 
partment of  Public!  Works.

At  the  request  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  cop- 
ies of  all  reports  relative  to  the  situation  at  Palmers  pond  were  sub- 
mitted to  him  and  the  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Finance  Committee  but  no  action  was  taken  except  that 
Mr.  Pratt  was  instructed  to  prepare  plans  for  the  drainage  of  the 
pond  and  estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  work.  We  believe  the  matter 
is  one  which  should  be  given  serious  consideration  and  that  some 
action  should  be  taken  to  prevent  the  reoccurrence  of  the  condition® 
which  prevailed  the  past  summer. 

We  visited  the  Central  Fire  Station  and  find  that  the  sanitary 
accommodations  and  sleeping  quarters  of  the  men  are  far  from  sat- 
isfactory. We  recommend  that  sufficient  funds  be  included  in  the 
Fire  Department  appropriation  to  provide  for  the  abatement  of  ex- 
isting conditions. 

During  the  year  Evelyn  Anderson,  R.N.,  173  Redington  street, 
was  chosen  health  nurse,  to  fill  the  position  vacated  by  Mary  G. 
Kelly,  who  left  the  service  to  be  married. 

A  detailed  report  of  the  work  of  the  department  will  be  found 
in  the  reports  of  our  various  officers.

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In  completing  my  report,  I  feel  that  I  am  justified  in  making 
reference  to  the  failure  of  the  Town  to  pay  me  my  full  wages  for 
1939,  a  matter  of  $70. 

The  circumstances  are  these: 

When  I  became  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Contributory  Retire- 
ment Board  in  March  1937,  I  sensed  the  additional  work  that  would 
be  required  and  asked  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  an  additional  $5 
per  week.  I  received  no  reply.  When  I  prepared  my  budget  at  the 
beginning  of  1938  I  put  in  a  request  for  $2600  covering  this  increase 
but  later  withdrew  it  as  there  did  not  appear  to  be  any  prospect 
of  getting  the  increase.  Imagine  my  surprise  therefore  when  on 
November  17th  I  was  notified  that  I  had  been  granted  the  increase 
and  that  it  would  begin  at  once.  I  drew  the  increase  for  the  balance 
of  the  year  and  for  the  14  weeks  preceding  the  Town  Meeting  con- 
tinued to  do  so.  This  was  in  accordance  with  the  law  provided  to 
cover  expenditures  prior  to  the  Town  Meeting. 

I  knew  that  the  finance  committee  had  reported  an  appropria- 
tion which  put  my  salary  back  to  its  original  figure  and  I  had  pre- 
pared figures  which  explained  the  situation  which  I  confidently  ex- 
pected would  be  presented  to  the  Town  Meeting.  Too  late,  I  was  in- 
formed this  was  not  to  be  done.  As  a  result,  although  for  14  weeks 
I  had  legally  drawn  the  extra  $5,  no  provision  was  made  in  the  bud- 
get to  cover  this  $70.  The  Town  Counsel  had  stated  that  it  was  not 
necessary  for  me  to  pay  this  $70  back  as  it  was  not  an  overdraft. 
The  Selectmen  gave  me  the  right  to  take  two  weeks  vacation  with- 
out pay  but  with  so  much  work  before  me  I  decided  to  take  the  lick- 
ing and  stay  on  the  job  and  received  $10  a  week  for  each  of  these 
two  weeks,  thus  keeping  within  the  budget. 

I  am  presenting  an  article  for  the  consideration  of  the  town 
meeting  members,  requesting  an  appropriation  of  $70  to  cover  the 
amount  of  which  I  was  wrongfully  deprived  and  bespeak  for  the 
article  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  town  meeting  members.

If  the  tel- 
ephone must  be  used,  because  of  the  remote  location  of  the  alarm 
box,  always  dial  "Operator"  and  then  give  her  the  location  of  the 
fire  as  well  as  the  name  and  address.  If  possible,  detail  someone 
to  the  nearest  box  to  pull  it  and  direct  apparatus  to  fire.

Apparatus 


Our  apparatus1  needs  some  repairs.  Our  truck  which  is  23  years 
old  underwent  some  major  repairs  at  the  cost  of  $700.00,  and  we 
find  that  additional  repairs  will  have  to  be  made  to  keep  it  service- 
able. 

The  -service  car  is  in  very  bad  condition.  It  is  12  years  old  and 
was  second-hand  when  purchased.  Any  expenditure  on  it  would  be 
a  waste  of  money. 

Hose  No.  3  should  be  equipped  with  dual  wheels  and  a  larger 
pump  installed  to  replace  the  very  badly  worn  one  now  in  use.  This 
car  was  purchased  6  years  ago,  and  with  a  small  outlay  of  money, 
can  be  put  in  first-class  shape. 

Our  two  pumps  and  Chief's  car  are  in  good  condition  and  with 
the  seasonable  repairs  should  give  us  good  service. 

Therefore,  we  feel  that  sufficient  funds  should  be  appropriated 
to  cover1  these  expenditures. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $850.00  be  appropriated  for  the 
purchase  of  a  service  truck. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $300.00  be  appropriated  for  the 
above  repairs  on  Hose  No.  3. 


During*  the  past  year  some  changes  have  been  made  at  the  Cen- 
tral Engine  House.  A  fire  alarm  store-room  and  workshop  was 
erected  from  a  discarded  shed  in  the  rear  of  the  main  building.  Horse 
stalls  and  partitions  were  removed,  hose  racks  and  store  rooms  for 
our  stock  and  oil  were  constructed,  hay-loft  was  stripped  in  prep- 
aration for  our  much  needed  sleeping  quarters,  and  two  chief's  rooms 
were  put  in  first-class  repair.  All  this  was  done  by  the  regular  men 
and  at  practically  no  cost  to  the  town.  Drinking  tountains  were  in- 
stalled at  both  engine  houses  on  order  of  the  Health  Officer,  Clar- 
ence Horton,  and  were  a  much  needed  improvement. 

We  feel  that  the  time  has  come  for  some  major  improvements 
to  be  made  at  the  Central  House.  We  recommend  these  changes,  af- 
ter a  careful  study.  Plans  and  prices  were  computed  by  an  archi- 
tect. These  were  turned  down,  when  at  a  small  cost  to  the  town, 
these  changes  could  have  been  made  and  the  building  made  livable 
for  years  to  come. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  made  these  changes  imperative: 

1.  That  we  either  fix  the  floor  drains  or  eliminate  them. 

2.  That  we  provide  suitable  sanitary  facilities. 

3.  That  we  provide  adequate  sleeping  quarters. 

In  conjunction  with  these  repairs  it  will  be  necessary  to  paint 
the  building  inside. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  be  appro- 
priated to  cover  cost  of  the  same. 


We  find  that  the  floor  at  this  station  is  in  very  poor  and  weak- 
ened condition.  This  floor  has  been  there  since  1903.  It  was  originally 
built  for  horse-drawn  apparatus,  but  in  the  past  years  these  were  re- 
placed by  heavy  motorized  apparatus.  This  floor  has  on  different 
occasions  been  propped  up.  We  feel  that  the  time  has  arrived  for 
some  permanent  improvement  to  be  made.  We  have  had  the  Build-

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ing  Inspector  look  over  the  situation,  and  he  recommends  that  the 
floor  be  replaced.  As  an  emergency  precaution  and  sanctioned  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  8-inch  I  Beams  and  Lally  Columns  have 
been  installed. 

At  this  time  we  feel  that  the  building  should  be  painted  inside 
as  well  as  outside  to  protect  the  exposed  wood  from  the  elements  and 
save  the  town  any  unnecessary  expenditures  for  repairs  at  a  later 
date. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $2,000  be  appropriat- 
ed to  cover  the  cost  of  these  repairs. 


We  operate  our  department  with  skeleton  crews.  Therefore,  it  is 
necessary  that  on  arriving  at  fires  these  crews  should  be  able  to  go 
to  work  quickly  and  efficiently.  This  requires,  in  our  opinion,  suit- 
able small  equipment  such  as  lV2-inch  hose,  %-incb.  hose,  small 
nozzles,  helmets,  rubber  coats,  hand  lights,  flood  lights,  and  any  other 
small  equipment  as  may  be  required. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  made  some  changes  that  have 
speeded  up  our  operations.  Hose  reels  have  replaced  the  old  hose 
baskets,  hose  bodies  have  been  partitioned  off  so  that  both  2^ -inch 
and  l^-inch  can  be  carried  at  all  times,  modern  Indian  Pumps  have 
been  installed,  tools  and  appliances  have  been  rearranged,  blinking 
red  lights  have  been  installed  on  the  apparatus  to  warn  motorists  at 
night,  and  many  others.  All  this  work  has  been  done  by  the  perma- 
nent men  at  practically  no  cost  to  the  town. 

To  equip  our  department,  as  it  should  be,  in  one  year  would  be 
out  of  the  question,  but  we  feel  that  a  three-year  plan  could  be  put 
into  operation  that  would  cut  the  annual  expenditure  down  to  a  mini- 
mum. 

We  need  2,000  feet  of  I1/** -inch  hose,  masks,  coats,  helmets,  hand 
lights,  flood  lights,  inhalators,  small  nozzles,  and  other  small  equip- 
ment. 

Our  equipment  is  deplete. 

We  recommend  that  a  three-year  plan  be  adopted  and  $3,000.00 
be  appropriated  to  cover  the  same,  namely: 


We  feel  that  as  the  Fire  Alarm  System  is  the  nerve  center  of 
our  organization,  it  should  be  kept  in  the  best  of  repair.  In  order 
to  do  this,  some  funds  will  have  to  be  appropriated.  During  the  past 
year  some  very  important  changes  have  taken  place.  The  most  impor- 
tant was  the  installation  of  a  direct  hook-up  with  the  Lynn  Fire 
Alarm  Headquarters.  This  is  of  great  benefit  to  us  as  in  past  years 
our  hook-up  with  Lynn  did  not  assure  the  coverage  that  we  so  great- 
ly depended  upon  in  case  of  line  boxes  or  multiple  alarms  in  town. 
This  arrangement  eliminates  all  such  conditions  and  makes  our  cov- 
erage positive.  This  meant  the  outlay  of  a  large  sum  of  money 
($611.00)  for  material  and  labor  and  necessitated  borrowing  from 
other  towns  such  materials  as  were  needed  and  depleted  our  own 
stock.  These  borrowed  materials  should  be  returned  and  our  own 
stock  brought  up  to  full  quota.  A  bad  break  in  the  cable  at  the 
Stanley  School  required  the  expenditure  of  a  sum  of  money  and  use 
of  materials.  Other  changes  and  repairs  will  have  to  be  made.  These 
will  be  taken  care  of  as  time  and  weather  permits.  We  have  asked 
in  our  budget  for  the  necessary  funds  to  take  care  of  the  above  re- 
quests.

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In  conjunction  with  our  Fire  Alarm  System,  we  have  installed 
between  the  two  stations  a  loud  speaker  system.  Due  to  the  time  and 
mistakes  made  on  the  new  dial  telephones,  we  feel  that  the  move- 
ment and  accuracy  of  operating  our  apparatus  has  been  improved 
immeasurably.  We  would  like  to  add  here  that  the  installation  was 
made  by  A.  L.  Stover,  a  new  man  recently  appointed  to  the  depart- 
ment to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  promotion  of  Capt.  F.  W. 
Oulton  to  Deputy  Chief.  This  was  saving  a  large  labor  bill. 

Our  transmitter  for  sending  out  the  whistle,  which  has  for  the 
past  few  years  been  located  at  the  Police  Station,  was  removed  and 
put  in  commission  at  the  Central  House.  We  feel  that  as  it  is  part 
of  the  Fire  Alarm  System,  it  should  be  operated  by  the  Fire  De- 
partment and  by  Firemen. 

Men 

We  feel  that  the  time  has  arrived  to  ask  for  an  increase  in  our 
permanent  force.  We  have  12  Privates,  2  Captains,  1  Deputy  Chief 
and  1  Chief.  We  operate  under  the  two  platoon  system,  and  if  every- 
thing runs  smoothly,  we  have  at  all  times  at  Phillips  Beach  2  men 
and  at  the  Central  House,  5  men.  During  wood  fire  season  or  vaca- 
tion or  sickness,  we  are  cut  down  to  2  men  at  Phillips  Beach  and  2 
men  at  the  Central  House.  That  is  1  man  for  each  piece  of  appar- 
atus. We  have  12  Call-men  with  2  who  cannot  answer  day  fires  and 
with  2  out  on  sick  leave,  we  are  left  with  a  possible  eight  men.  Con- 
sidering the  amount  of  property  that  is  depending  on  our  protection, 
this  is  not  a  fair  condition  or  risk  to  put  on  the  property  owners  of 
the  town.  With  the  Call-men  under  Civil  Service  and  its  restrictions 
it  is  impossible  for  us  to  replace  or  maintain  a  complete  Call  Force. 
With  these  conditions  facing  us  and  getting  worse  each  year,  we  feel 
that  they  can  be  remedied  by  easy  steps.  Therefore,  we  recommend 
that  2  permanent  men  be  added  to  our  force,  and  the  sum  of 
$3,600.00  be  appropriated  for  the  same. 

Oil  Burners 

After  an  inspection  by  a  heating  engineer  and  upon  his  report, 
we  recommend  that  oil  burners  be  installed  at  both  the  Central  House 
and  at  Phillips  Beach.  With  the  systems  now  in  use  at  these  houses, 
we  are  subjecting  our  heat  to  severe  punishment  and  without  doubt 
will  have  to  start  replacements  soon. 

In  conjunction  with  our  heating  problem  we  have  a  hot  water 
problem.  We  now  use  instantaneous  hot  water  heaters.  We  are  al- 
ways repairing  these  at  great  expense.  The  wear  and  tear  on  the 
burners  causes  us  to  consume  such  large  quantities  of  gas  thai;  our 
gas  bills  run  over  $20.00  per  month  for  gas  alone. 

With  oil  burners  and  indirect  hot  water  heaters  we  could  elimi- 
nate this  great  waste  of  gas.  This  saving,  in  a  short  time,  would 
pay  for  the  installation.  Therefore,  as  a  safety  as  well  as  an  econ- 
omical measure,  we  feel  that  these  burners  should  be  installed. 

We  therefore,  recommend  that  oil  burners  and  indirect  hot  water 
heating  units  be  installed  at  the  Central  House  and  at  the  Phillips 
Beach  house,  and  that  the  sum  of  $895.00  be  appropriated  for  the 
same. 

Forest  Fires 

It  is  the  opinion  of  certain  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
that  the  job  of  Forest  Fire  Warden  be  turned  over  to  the  Fire  De- 
partment, provided  suitable  equipment  be  provided.  We  agree  with 
this  opinion.  We  feel  that  the  issuing  of  fire  permits  and  the  extin- 
guishing of  Forest  Fires  should  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Fire  Department,  but  we  feel  that  it  is  unfair  to  the  town  to  expose 
it  to  any  unnecessary  dangers  by  keeping  its  apparatus  and  men  at 
wood  fires  and  dumps  while  the  engine  houses  are  empty.  During  the 
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wood  fire  season,  time  and  time  again  the  engine  houses  were  either 
empty  or  there  was  only  one  man  on  a  piece  of  apparatus  to  cover 
the  town.  Many  times  we  were  caught  and  with  disastrous  results 
(the  Noyes  fire  at  Galloupe's  Point,  and  many  others).  To  eliminate 
this  condition  a  suitable  truck  should  be  provided,  designed,  and 
equipped  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Chief. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  that  a  truck,  designed  and  equipped  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Chief,  be  purchased  and  the  sum  of  $3,000.00 
be  appropriated  for  the  same. 

As  it  will  take  extra  labor  to  manipulate  the  lines,  we  recom- 
mend that  the  sum  of  $400.00  be  appropriated  to  cover  this  item. 

Personal 

During  the  year,  Chief  James  Warnock  retired  after  42  years 
of  service.  This  took  effect  July  1,  1939  and  the  occasion  was  marked 
by  a  testimonial  dinner  held  at  the  Central  House  June  13,  1939. 
Deputy  Charles  H.  Lampard,  after  a  Civil  Service  Examination  and 
topping  the  list,  was  appointed  Chief  on  August  24,  1939,  this  being 
retroactive  to  July  1,  1939.  Frank  W.  Oulton,  who  at  the  time  topped 
the  Civil  Service  list  for  Deputy  Chief,  was  appointed  September  7, 
1939.  Alfred  L.  Stover  was  appointed  from  the  call  men's  list  to 
fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  promotion  of  Capt.  F.  W.  Oulton  to 
Deputy  Chief.  We  would  like  to  say  here  that  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  Stover  proved  an  asset  to  the  department  as  he  is  an  experienced 
radio  man  and  his  knowledge  of  electricity  should  make  his  services 
invaluable  to  us. 

Frank  Maitland  was  made  permanent  call  February  1,  1939. 

Sidney  Cole  was  made  permanent  call  April  1,  1939. 

Carl  Pagano  was  made  permanent  call  March  1,  1939. 

Due  to  A.  L.  Stover's  promotion,  H.  Keating  was  promoted  to 
permanent  call  man. 

George  Balthaza,  G.  Knowlton,  J.  Matteria  were  made  substi- 
tutes September  21,  1939.

The  following  is  my  report  for  the  year  1939. 

Numerous  opinions  have  been  furnished  to  various  heads  of  de- 
partments and  town  officials  during  the  year. 

Legislation  passed  in  recent  years  in  innumerable  instances  af- 
fects the  town  and  designates  additional  duties  and  specific  proced- 
ure on  the  part  of  many  town  officials  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties.  This  has  necessitated  careful  study  of  legislation  and  more 
opinions  and  rulings  than  have  heretofore  been  necessary. 

During  the  year  there  was  an  appeal  taken  to  the  Alcoholic  Bev- 
erages Control  Commission,  by  an  applicant  for  a  license  to  sell  all 
alcoholic  beverages,  which  had  been  refused  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. After  a  hearing,  the  commission  sustained  the  local  board  in 
their  finding. 
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Hearings  in  Boston,  in  Salem  and  before  various  local  depart- 
ments and  boards  have  been  attended  by  me  on  many  matters,  af- 
fecting the  town  directly  and  indirectly. 

Deeds,  contracts  and  other  legal  documents  have  been  prepared 
or  supervised  in  connection  with  the  duties  and  activities!  of  town 
boards. 

Countless  miscellaneous  matters  arising  during  the  year  were 
also  attended  to.

Board  of  Public  Welfare 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  submits  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1939. 

In  spite  of  the  W.P.A.  activity  which  has  generally  continued 
well  in  Swampscott  there  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  people 
aided  in  1939  as  compared  to  previous  years.  This  is  in  part  due  to 
the  rule  enforced  by  the  Federal  government  this  year  that  all  non- 
veterans  who  worked  18  months  or  more  on  W.P.A.  should  take  a 
30-day  layoff.  There  has  been  some  delay  in  reassignments  after 
this  period  was  over,  however,  which  brought  an  added  burden  on 
local  Welfare  rolls.  In  addition  to  this,  the  normal  growth  in  popu- 
lation in  the  town  means  a  comparable  growth  in  relief  granted. 
These  two  factors  have  more  than  offset  the  increase  in  private  em- 
ployment. 

Of  the  135  families  aided  during  1939,  43  had  outside  settle- 
ments for  which  the  town  has  been  reimbursed.  Aliens,  who  are  not 
eligible  for  W.P.A.  employment  and  yet  who  must  be  aided,  accord- 
ing to  Massachusetts  law  if  they  are  in  need,  are  still  a  large  part 
of  the  Welfare  problem.  Some  project  through  which  these  people 
could  be  employed,  at  least  part  time,  by  other  departments  in  the 
town  would  go  far  to  reduce  Welfare  costs. 

It  is  still  necessary  to  maintain  two  distributing  centers  for 
commodities,  partly  due  to  limited  capacity  of  either  one  and  partly 
to  the  large  area  which  must  be  covered  by  commodity  distribution, 
since  the  surplus  commodities  are  available  to  W.P.A.  workers  as 
well  as  Welfare  recipients. 

We  have  been  diligent  in  obtaining  payment  of  moneys  due  us 
from  other  cities,  towns,  and  the  state.  A  total  of  $5,429.37  has 
been  received  which  deducted  from  our  total  relief  expenditures  of 
$26,702.80  makes  the  net  cost  to  the  town  $21,273.43. 

Definite  changes  in  the  relationship  between  state  and  local 
Welfare  Agencies  were  inaugurated  during  the  past  year.  State 
agents  no  longer  make  personal  investigation  of  cases  for  which  the 
town  receives  state  reimbursement.  All  such  investigation  has  be- 
come the  responsibility  of  the  local  Board.  Completely  new  sets  of 
forms,  requiring  more  detailed  investigation  and  greater  verifica- 
tion, have  been  introduced.  These  two  changes  have  greatly  increased 
the  amount  of  work  demanded  of  the  entire  personnel  of  the  Welfare 
Department. 

We  feel  that  our  present  quarters  are  inadequate  for  our  needs 
and  do  not  comply  with  the  General  Laws,  Chapter  277,  Section  3A, 
of  the  Acts  of  1937.  If  the  town  considers  building  an  addition  to 
the  present  Town  Hall,  we  hope  that  provisions  will  be  made  so  that 
this  department  may  have  an  office  on  the  main  floor  with  a  separ- 
ate room  for  private  interviews. 

We  wish  to  again  convey  our  thanks  to  the  Swampscott  Visiting 
Nurse  and  Family  Welfare  Association,  and  all  others  who  have  co- 
operated with  us  in  solving  some  of  our  difficult  problems  during 
the  year  and  to  our  clerks  for  their  efficient  work. 
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BUREAU  OF  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

The  amount  of  aid  rendered  by  this  department  during  the  year 
1939  increased  considerably  over  the  expenditures  of  the  previous 
years.  This  was  due  to  new  applications  and  the  additional  medical, 
hospitalization  and  miscellaneous  requirements  of  the  Old  Age  recip- 
ients as  they  grow  older. 

It  is  necessary  that  this  Bureau  once  more  impress  upon  the 
people  of  the  town  that  the  "Old  Age  Assistance"  is  not  a  Pension, 
as  it  is  so  commonly  called,  but,  according  to  law,  is  aid  to  the  de- 
serving, needy  citizens,  65  years  of  age  or  over,  who  meet  the  re- 
quirements as  to  proof  of  age,  citizenship,  residence  and  need.  All 
applications  are  thoroughly  investigated,  all  resources  taken  into 
consideration  and  if  aid  is  granted  the  amount  is  based  on  actual 
need. 

The  Federal  Government  and  the  State  Department  require  that 
each  person  on  the  Old  Age  Assistance  rolls  be  visited  in  their 
home  four  times  a  year,  and  their  circumstances  re-checked  at  each 
visit.  They  also  require  various  reports  and  notices  at  specified 
times,  pertaining  to  the  persons  receiving  aid  and  the  amounts  spent 
for  this  aid.  These  reports  must  be  regular  and  complete  in  order 
that  the  town  may  receive  the  Federal  Government  and  the  State 
Department  reimbursements  for  aid  given  each  month.

PUBLIC  WELFARE  INVESTIGATOR 


Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  investigator  and  visitor 
for  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  and  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assis- 
tance. 

It  was  my  duty  during  the  year  1939  to  make  quarterly  visi- 
tations to  196  old  age  assistance  cases,  135  public  welfare  cases  and 
14  aid  to  dependent  children  cases. 

This  meant  that  over  1750  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to 
obtain  reports  for  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  their  action  and 
consideration,  which  was  a  great  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

In  addition  to  all  these  calls  which  had  to  be  made  in  accordance 
with  the  General  Laws,  it  was  necessary  for  me  to  make  calls  and 
visitations  to  the  Boston  and  Salem  offices  of  the  W.P.A.  in  the 
interest  of  the  town  in  having  needy  persons  assigned  to  W.P.A. 
employment,  whereby  a  burden  would  be  relieved  on  the  Welfare 
department  and  also  in  the  interest  of  persons  who  are  striving  to 
stay  off  the  welfare  rolls. 

It  was  also  necessary  for  me  to  appear  in  court  on  various 
cases,  to  appear  before  the  State  Board  of  Appeals  on  numerous 
hearings  relative  to  our  department,  and  to  visit  the  people  we  have 
in  State  Institutions,  which  is  necessary  in  accordance  with  the  law. 

As  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  Selecting  Agent  for  the  town, 
I  had  the  privilege  of  sending  seven  boys  to  C.  C.  C.  from  needy 
families  who  not  only  benefited  themselves  and  families  but  relieved 
a  burden  on  the  welfare  department. 

I  have  again  this  year  as  in  the  past  received  the  fullest  co- 
operation from  the  Swampscott  Family  Welfare  Committee  and 
the  Visiting  Nurse,  Miss  Sylvia  K.  Chesley,  in  addition  to  all  other 
charitable  organizations  in  the  town  and  at  this  time  wish  to  extend 
my  thanks  and  appreciation.

We  also  distributed  48,470  quarts  of  milk  for  the  year.  About 
105  families  are  daily  calling  for  this  milk  which  is  available  each 
morning. 

In  addition  to  the  food  commodities,  we  received  a  supply  of 
clothing — 11,533  articles  consisting  of  thirty  kinds  of  apparel  for 
men,  women  and  children.  The  value  of  this  clothing  was  $7,874.00. 

The  distribution  of  these  commodities  has  been  a  great  asset  to 
the  welfare  and  has  aided  materially  in  keeping  our  costs  at  a 
minimum.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  following  is  submitted  by  the  W.P.A.  Co-ordinator  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1939. 

Many  worth  while  projects  have  been  in  operation  under  the 
W.P.A.  program  during  the  year  and  as  reports  submitted  by  var- 
ious town  departments,  who  have  sponsored  these  projects  have  in- 
corporated details  of  work  accomplished  it  will  suffice,  for  this  re- 
port, to  enumerate  the  projects  upon  which  the  labor  expense  was 
furnished  by  W.P.A.  and  the  town  has  furnished  equipment  and 
materials,  as  follows: 

Survey  and  Contour  Map  of  Jackson  Park,  Stone  Wall  along 
Essex  street  side  of  Jackson  Park,  Street  Sign  Survey,  Eecreation 
Project,  Indexing  of  Vital  Statistics  Records,  Library  Book  Clean- 
ing Project,  Surfacing  of  Tid  street,  Construction  of  Tennis  Courts 
at  Jackson  Park,  Tree  Classification,  and  surface  water  drains  con- 
structed in  the  following  locations: 

From  Elmwood  road  to  junction  of  Burrill  and  New  Ocean 
streets,  Crosman  avenue,  Beach  Bluff  avenue  and  Bellevue  road, 
and  as  the  year  comes  to  a  close,  drains  are  being  constructed  in 
Magnolia  road,  Lexington  circle,  Manton  road,  and  granting  of  pro- 
ject for  drains  in  Bradlee  avenue,  Stanwood  and  Morton  roads  is 
expected  shortly.  A  Moth  Project  starts  operating  on  January  2nd. 

An  extensive  project  for  Sidewalks  and  Curbstones  in  various 
sections  of  the  town  was  operating  from  latter  part  of  May  until 
first  of  October.  This  type  of  project  is  ideal  through  the  summer 
months,  as  it  not  only  provides  work  that  can  be  handled  b^  un- 
skilled workers,  but  one-half  of  construction  costs,  except  Federal 
labor,  is  assessed  to  abutters. 

A  Recreation  project  carrying  on  a  program  for  all  year  round 
activities  has  been  well  attended  by  both  youth  and  adults,  and 
many  favorable  comments  have  been  expressed  regarding  work  ac- 
complished by  supervised  indoor  and  outdoor  activities. 

An  N.Y.A.  program  has  given  part  time  work  to  a  number  of 
youths  between  the  ages  of  18  and  24  who  were  eligible  under  its 
requirements,  but  it  is  limited  in  number  that  can  be  taken  caie  of 
as  it  is  necessary  to  have  them  assigned  to  a  local  municipal  de- 
partment that  can  arrange  for  and  supervise  their  limited  working 
periods,  but  in  the  co-operation  that  has  been  given  by  our  depart- 
ments is  greatly  appreciated  and  among  those  who  have  one  or  more 
of  these  youths,  at  the  present  time  are: 

Selectmen's  Department,  Park  Department,  Cemetery  Depart- 
ment, Town  Hall,  Fire  Station,  and  School  Department. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  138  workers  on  local 
W.P.A.  projects  and  a  short  time  later  it  was  up  to  150  but  by 
September  it  had  been  reduced  to  70,  due  to  quota  reductions  and 
private  employment,  but  now  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  is  up  to  104. 

A  new  Federal  ruling  went  into  effect  in  late  summer,  whereby 
all  those  who  have  been  employed  on  W.P.A.  for  18  months  contin- 
uously, are  dropped  and  will  not  be  eligible  for  reassignment,  for  a 
period  of  30  days  and  are  obliged  to  reregister  and  be  recertified 
before  they  can  again  be  eligible  for  assignment,  when,  and  if,  an 
increase  is  permitted. 

Another  new  Federal  ruling  is  in  number  of  working  hours, 
wherein,  the  normal  number  of  hours  per  week  has  been  changed 
from  21  to  30,  which  not  only  resulted  in  more  work  being  accom- 
plished, for  same  payroll  expense,  but  required  more  materials  from 
the  sponsors  and  was  primarily  the  cause  of  Special  Town  Meet- 
ing in  December  to  provide  funds  to  carry  on  projects,  as  otherwise, 
there  would  have  been  recourse  to  welfare  agencies  by  the  unem- 
ployed. 
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Federal  relations  have  been  very  graciously  and  helpfully  ex- 
tended in  the  handling  of  the  problems  involved  in  our  co-operative 
program  and  to  John  W.  Maclnnes,  who  has  been  the  local  Federal 
Supervisor  of  construction  projects  for  the  last  eighteen  months,  we 
are  deeply  appreciative  of  the  results  accomplished  and  courteous 
attitude  wherein  matters  pertaining  to  the  work  have  been  involved.

Contributory  Retirement  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampseott: 

This  is  the  third  annual  report  of  the  Retirement  Board.  The 
board  held  fifty  formal  meetings,  three  public  hearings,  as  well  as 
numerous  conferences  with  department  heads  and  town  employees. 

1939  marked  a  material  increase  in  Retirement  activities  with 
the  coming  into  the  system  of  some  24  town  employees  who  were 
not  previously  members  of  the  system.  During  the  year  a  state  re- 
tirement association  composed  of  the  retirement  boards  of  the  com- 
monwealth was  formed.  This  association  is  helpful  because  of  the 
opportunity  it  affords  for  the  several  retirement  boards  to  meet  and 
exchange  views  on  current  retirement  problems.  This  board  active- 
ly participated  in  all  the  state  meetings. 

With  regard  to  investments  of  funds,  the  board  was  of  the  opin- 
ion that  until  they  had  a  larger  working  capital,  they  would  invest 
only  in  savings  banks  and  government  bonds  which  had  an  imme- 
diate cash  surrender  value.  This  will  appear  in  the  statement  of 
condition  for  the  year  1939. 

The  meeting  place  of  the  board  was  changed  to  the  Park  De- 
partment office  where  meetings  are  held  on  Thursday  evenings  in 
order  that  employees  might  have  a  better  opportunity  to  contact  the 
board  when  the  need  arose.

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Park  Department 


This  is  the  first  report  of  the  Park  Department  since  the  con- 
solidation of  the  Tree  and  Moth  Departments  with  the  Park  Depart- 
ment. The  Park  Commissioners  believe  that  the  consolidation  has 
proved  of  great  benefit  to  the  town  and  to  the  departments*  involved. 
Increased  man  power  has  been  available  to  each  department  in 
emergencies  and  during  rush  seasons  has  resulted  in  increased  ef- 
ficiency. The  appointment  of  Mr.  Fred  Burk  as  Superintendent  in 
charge  of  the  Tree,  Moth  and  Park  Work  made  possible  the  speed- 
ing up  of  work  and  better  maintenance  of  schedules,  besides  pro- 
viding a  more  careful  control  of  expenditures. 

Tree  Work 

A  great  amount  of  extra  labor  and  time  was  expended  this  year 
in  repairing  the  damage  done  to  the  town's  shade  trees  by  the  1938 
hurricane.  Much  of  this  damage  was  not  evident  until  after  the 
Spring  season  had  started.  Weakened  root  systems  necessitated  the 
removal  of  many  trees  and  caused  the  uprootal  of  one  large  cut- 
leaf  maple  on  Thomas  road.  Split  crotches  did  not  appear  until 
winds,  combined  with  full  foliage,  opened  them  up. 

As  a  result,  an  extraordinary  amount  of  bracing  and  bolting 
had  to  be  done.  In  several  cases  these  tears  were  so  bad  that  dan- 
ger would  have  resulted  even  if  they  were  repaired  and  the  branches 
had  to  be  removed. 

In  all,  four  hundred  and  twenty-two  trees  were  planted  to  re- 
place lost  and  damaged  trees  and  in  new  home  developments.  These 
trees  were  Norway  Maples,  Sugar  Maples,  Pin  and  Scarlet  Oaks, 
American  and  Moline  Elms,  Lindens  and  Ginkgoes. 

Many  young  trees  were  set  out  in  the  nursery  for  future  use, 
a  practice  we  intend  to  follow  each  year  in  order  to  build  up  replace- 
ment stock. 

In  spite  of  the  severe  drought,  very  few  of  the  new  trees  set  out 
around  town  were  lost,  due  to  careful  wrapping  or  waxing  to  pre- 
vent desiccation. 

Moth  Work 

The  usual  work  of  this  department  was  carried  out  on  schedule 
and  according  to  law. 

Due  to  W.P.A.  Moth  Projects  of  previous  years,  a  remarkable 
decrease  in  numbers  of  Tent  Caterpillars  was  evident  this  year.  Ex- 
tra spraying  was  needed,  however,  to  control  the  ravages  of  the  Elm 
Leaf  Beetle  and  Elm  Leaf  Skeletonizer.  The  Oriental  Moth  failed  to 
appear  in  any  particularly  troublesome  quantities. 

Abbott  Park 

Summer  activities  at  this  park  were  varied  and  well-attended 
as  the  W.P.A.  Recreation  Unit  sponsored  Badminton,  Volley  Ball, 
Horse  Shoe  Pitching  and  supervised  the  children's  play. 

The  swings  and  slide  were  in  constant  use  by  children,  so  much 
so,  that  the  slide  shows  signs  of  wear  beyond  repair  and  will  need 
replacing  soon. 

Fall  activities  were  divided  between  Boys'  Junior  High  Football 
and  Girls'  Field  Hockey. 
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After  the  football  season,  a  hockey  rink  was  constructed  for 
the  use  of  the  High  School  and  organized  Town  Teams.  This  rink  is 
flood-lighted  for  night  games  and  it  is  hoped  that  an  inter-town 
hockey  league  may  be  formed.  Although  the  rink  has  been  in  opera- 
tion only  a  few  weeks,  it  has  been  in  constant  use  every  afternoon 
and  evening  and  even  morning  games  have  been  played. 

Much  praise  should  be  accorded  here  to  Mr.  Clyde  Emery  for 
his  fine  work  as  Park  Policeman  in  supervising  the  winter  activities 
in  this  park,  and  for  the  excellent  job  he  has  done  as  caretaker  of 
the  rink  and  outside  skating  surfaces. 

Jackson  Park 

Three  W.P.A.  projects  completed  during  the  past  year  have 
added  greatly  to  the  usability  of  this  area.  Three  new  tennis  courts 
were  put  in  on  a  W.P.A.  project.  These  new  courts,  plus  an  enlarge- 
ment of  the  existing  courts,  gave  us  six  well-constructed  courts 
which  were  constantly  in  use  all  summer. 

For  the  first  time  since  its  purchase,  a  contour  map  was  made 
of  the  area  comprising  the  park.  This  again  was  a  W.P.A.  project 
and  furnishes  the  Park  Commissioners  adequate  data  on  which  to 
plan  the  development  of  this  area  during  the  future. 

The  third  W.P.A.  project  was  the  construction  of  a  300-foot 
stone  wall  along  Essex  Street,  giving  a  much-needed  improvement 
in  the  appearance  of  the  property. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Park  Commissioners  that  by  a  swapping  of 
land,  this  wall  may  be  continued  around  the  corner  of  the  Greenway 
and  thus  give  a  finished  boundary  of  good  appearance. 

A  rough  road  is  being  constructed  from  the  Foster  Dam  Right 
of  Way  into  the  interior  of  the  park  to  provide  another  entrance 
for  convenience  and  for  better  fire  control.  This  year  a  bad  forest 
fire,  started  by  small  boys,  destroyed  over  half  an  acre  of  the  pine 
plantation,  besides  burning  over  a  large  area.  If  the  road  had  been 
available  at  that  time,  the  fire  could  have  been  brought  under  con- 
trol before  so  much  damage  had  been  done. 

Due  to  the  purchase  of  several  pieces  of  equipment  bought  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years  and  need  of  space  for  making  repairs  and 
doing  shop  work,  a  new  building  will  have  "to  be  erected  at  this  park. 
The  present  stone  building  is  entirely  inadequate  for  the  work  be- 
ing done  and  the  equipment  of  the  department.  This  can  be  a  W.P.A. 
project  when  legislative  permission  is  secured  for  the  erection  of 
such  a  building. 

Monument  Avenue 

This  park  again  was  a  real  beauty  spot  and  made  an  excellent 
impression,  not  only  on  townspeople  but  also  on  the  thousands  of 
people  passing  through  the  town. 

By  the  removal  of  electric  light  poles  and  a  rearrangement  of 
the  flower  beds,  an  open  vista  was  created  with  the  Memorial  Flag 
Pole  as  its  terminal  point. 

Working  on  a  planned  schedule  of  replacement,  many  of  the 
natural  shrubs  were  replaced  by  young,  healthy  and  more-colorful 
ones.  More  of  this  replacement  is  planned  for  the  coming  year. 

Blaney  Beach 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  regret  that  we  have  to  record,  as  a 
part  of  this  report,  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Nat  Martin  as  general 
caretaker  of  this  property."  Dr.  Martin  finished  his  many  years'  work 
as  a  Park  Department  Employee  when  he  became  eligible  for  re- 
tirement on  the  first  of  July,  1939,  under  the  Retirement  Act. 
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Dr.  Martin  will  be  missed,  both  by  the  Park  Department  and 
the  townspeople,  as  his  has  been  a  familiar,  friendly  figure  for  many 
years  on  Blaney  Beach  Reservation.  As  an  unofficial,  and  then  as  the 
first  official  lifeguard,  he  was  known  to  all  for  his  efficient  and 
painstaking  efforts  to  promote  safety.  In  later  years,  his  work  as 
custodian  of  the  Administration  Building  and  Parking  Lot  was  car- 
ried on  with  the  same  attention  to  duty. 

Mr.  Clyde  Emery  was  appointed  to  take  Dr.  Martin's  place. 

The  Administration  Building  is  in  good  repair,  but  needs  a  coat 
of  paint  badly  and  it  is  planned  to  do  this  work  during  the  coming 
year. 

Phillips  Park 

In  spite  of  the  severe  drought  of  last  summer,  the  football  field 
was  in  excellent  shape  for  the  fall  season.  The  drought,  however, 
did  ruin  the  turf  of  the  newly-constructed  practice  field  and  consid- 
erable effort  will  have  to  be  expended  to  get  this  area  in  shape. 

The  rest  of  the  play  area  of  this  park  is  in  deplorable  condition. 
Every  load  of  fill  that  could  be  had  has  been  sought  out  and  obtained 
by  the  Park  Department,  but  such  haphazard  filling  can't  create  the 
available  area  into  usable  space. 

Playground  space  is  badly  needed  and  here  is  a  large  area  that 
can  be  made  available  by  the  expenditure  of  a  little  money.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

Herewith  is  submitted  our  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1939. 

In  view  of  the  town  being  confronted  with  a  considerable  in- 
crease in  the  tax  rate  due  to  an  unprecedented  state  deficit  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  on  assuming  office  immediately  devoted  their  time 
and  effort  to  the  study  of  budgets  of  all  town  departments  coming 
under  our  jurisdiction  in  an  endeavor  to  retain  operating  expenses 
at  a  minimum. 

If  the  tax  rate  was  to  be  kept  at  a  minimum  it  was  very  essen- 
tial that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  set  an  example  of  economy  and 
before  budgets  were  finally  submitted  for  further  consideration  to  the 
Finance  Committee  a  detailed  study  was  made  of  all  expenditures. 
As  a  result  of  this  review  suggestions  and  recommendations  submit- 
ted by  the  Board,  and  which  when  finally  adopted  by  the  Town 
Meeting,  resulted  in  approximately  $80,000  being  made  available  to 
keep  the  tax  rate  down,  or  to  put  it  another  way,  for  every  $1,000 
of  assessment  to  the  citizens  approximately  $3.50  reduction  was 
realized.  This  was  accomplished  by  expense  reductions,  transfers 
from  various  idle  accounts  and  articles  inserted  in  the  town  war- 
rant. We  are  pleased  to  report  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Board  to  again 
take  the  initiative  and  do  everything  possible  to  maintain  if  not  re- 
duce the  present  tax  rate. 

Through  co-operation  with  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Railway 
Company  we  secured  the  establishment  of  five  cent  fare  zones 
throughout  the  town  effective  March  12,  1939  and  at  the  present 
time  we  are  endeavoring  to  obtain  cross-town  bus  service. 

During  the  past  summer  we  found  cause  to  protest  to  the  Met- 
ropolitan District  Commission  regarding  the  kelp  situation  at  King's 
Beach.  Their  co-operation  in  correcting  this  condition  was  secured. 

A  survey  to  assist  in  the  reconstruction  of  the  Essex  Street 
Bridge  has  just  been  completed.  It  is  planned  to  do  this  work  under 
Federal  appropriation  as  was  the  situation  insofar  as  the  recon- 
struction of  the  Paradise  Road  underpass  was  concerned.  Although 
it  is  difficult  for  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works, 
under  whose  jurisdiction  this  work  will  be  done,  to  give  definite 
assurances  as  to  when  this  project  may  begin,  from  what  informa- 
tion there  is  available  we  feel  that  this  bridge  will  be  definitely 
reconstructed  during  either  1940  or  1941  providing  the  Town  of 
Swampscott  will  appropriate  a  sum  for  land  damages  which  should 
prove  to  be  negligible  when  compared  with  the  improvement  in- 
volved. 

Automobile  Insurance 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  received  from  the  Commissioner  of  In- 
surance for  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  notice  of  the  pro- 
posed promulgation  of  higher  insurance  rates  for  the  year  1940  on 
automobile  liability  insurance.  The  Board  immediately  investigated 
the  matter  and  sent  a  formal  protest  to  the  Commissioner  of  Insur- 
ance. Also,  the  Board  was  represented  in  opposition  to  the  rates  at 
a  public  hearing  held  on  the  same  in  Boston. 

According  to  the  statistics  of  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance 
for  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  the  Town  of  Swampscott 
is  charged  with  a  higher y  rate  on  automobile  liability  insurance  prin- 
cipally because  of  the  fact  that  the  claims  for  damages  for  personal 
injuries  sustained  as  a  result  of  automobile  accidents,  in  which  au- 
tomobiles garaged  in  the  Town  of  Swampscott  have  been  involved,

have  materially  increased  for  three  consecutive  years.  Under  the 
present  system  as  used  by  the  Commissioner  it  seems  to  be  imma- 
terial that  the  Town  of  Swampscott  for  several  years  has  had  a 
splendid  safety  record  in  the  town.  It  is  also  immaterial  where  the 
accident  happened.  The  principal,  if  not  the  sole  test,  seems  to  be 
where  the  car  was  garaged,  which  was  involved  in  or  contributed  to 
the  accident. 

We  feel  that  the  increased  rates  for  1940  are  unfair  to  the  town. 
Therefore  we  are  taking  definite  and  constructive  steps  to  obtain  a 
reduction  for  1941.  We  are  now  having  several  insurance  agents 
make  a  complete  and  exhaustive  study  of  the  technical  insurance  ta- 
bles and  voluminous  statistics  involved  in  computing  the  rate.  At  the 
conclusion  of  this  study  and  with  the  resultant  figures  and  facts  as- 
sembled, we  intend  to  take  up  with  the  Commissioner,  at  an  early 
date,  the  matter  of  the  prospective  rate  for  1941.  We  hope  this  will 
be  successful.  If  it  is  not  successful,  we  intend  to  direct  the  Town 
Counsel  to  draft  proposed  amendments  to  the  present  law  and  we 
shall  submit  these  to  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature. 

We  intend  to  do  everything  in  our  power  to  obtain  lower  auto- 
mobile insurance  rates  for  the  automobile  owners  of  Swampscott. 

Liquor  Licenses 

During  the  past  year  we  had  occasion  to  refuse  an  all  alcoholic 
license  on  Humphrey  street  because  we  felt  that  the  establishment 
was  so  close  to  the  beach  that  it  might  have  serious  consequences 
in  many  ways;  also  that  it  might  especially  affect  the  safety  and 
convenience  of  children  using  our  beaches.  An  appeal  was  taken  to 
the  Alcoholic  Beverages  Control  Commission  at  Boston  from  our  de- 
cision in  this  matter.  We  instructed  the  Town  Counsel  to  prepare 
and  conduct  the  case  before  the  Commission.  After  a  hearing  in 
which  the  Board  and  some  interested  citizens  were  witnesses  in  be- 
half of  the  Town,  the  Commission  rendered  a  decision  upholding  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

Fire  Department 

On  July  1st,  1939,  James  Warnock,  Chief  of  Fire  Department, 
retired  from  active  service  having  reached  the  compulsory  retirement 
age.  This  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Deputy  Chief 
Charles  H.  Lampard  who  headed  the  Civil  Service  List. 

New  rules  and  regulations  have  been  drawn  up  and  many 
changes  have  been  made  and  we  take  pride  in  thanking  the  personnel 
for  the  fine  work  they  have  done  in  renovating  the  buildings  to 
make  the  present  quarters  more  presentable. 

Police  Department 

As  in  past  years,  we  have  been  confronted  with  serious  traffic 
conditions  during  the  summer  season  on  Humphrey  street,  particu- 
larly that  section  adjacent  to  our  town's  beaches.  At  a  conference 
held  with  the  Park  Commissioners  during  early  August,  the  Board 
temporarily  suspended  the  one-hour  parking  privilege  on  Humphrey 
street  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Blaney  Beach  for  the  duration 
of  the  bathing  season  between  the  hours  of  eight  A.M.  and  five  P.M. 

This  action  met  with  immediate  and  universal  favor;  and,  be- 
cause of  its  widespread  approval  we  have  requested  the  Chief  of 
Police  to  submit  recommendations  so  that  relief  of  congestion  in 
this  area  may  be  realized  during  1940  for  the  duration  of  the  entire 
beach  season,  at  the  same  time  having  in  mind  that  the  merchants 
and  business  establishments  should  be  given  consideration  in  our 
plan  which  is  being  worked  out. 

The  Board  has  instructed  the  Chief  of  Police  to  continue  efforts 
towards  elimination  of  speed  on  the  thoroughfares  of  our  town.  Dur- 
ing the  summer  a  police  officer  was  detailed  daily  at  Paradise  Road 
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near  Abbott  Park  for  the  safety  of  the  large  number  of  people  util- 
izing this  park  for  recreational  purposes  and  to  protect  the  great 
number  of  children  who  have  to  cross  at  this  point.  Other  roads 
vigilantly  patrolled  were  Essex  and  Humphrey  streets. 

Public  Improvements 

Under  the  supervision  of  Timothy  J.  Ryan,  Surveyor  of  High- 
ways, a  total  of  3664  square  yards  of  sidewalks  were  constructed 
and  4544.2  lineal  feet  of  curbing  were  laid  throughout  the  town  in 
addition  to  the  installation  of  many  drains  which  will  overcome  cer- 
tain flood  conditions. 

As  recommended  in  our  report  of  last  year,  we  still  believe  fa- 
vorable consideration  should  be  accorded  certain  improvements  at 
our  fire  stations,  and  that  more  satisfactory  quarters  be  provided 
for  members  of  the  Fire  Department.  Although  this  proposal  was 
adversely  voted  upon  by  the  Town  Meeting  under  Article  38  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1939,  we  strongly  advocate  favorable  ac- 
tion at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1940. 

Definite  action  should  be  taken  in  the  near  future  relative  to 
the  removal  of  car  tracks  on  Humphrey  street  from  Atlantic  avenue 
to  the  Marblehead  line.  The  work  of  resurfacing  after  removal  of 
track  could  be  done  by  our  local  highway  department.  We  have  as- 
surances from  the  County  Commissioners  that  we  will  secure  $2,000 
from  the  State  Highway  Maintenance  Fund  to  assist  in  the  allevia- 
tion of  this  dangerous  section.  Consideration  also  should  be  given 
by  the  Town  Meeting  to  the  removal  of  all  car  tracks  now  existing 
in  the  town. 

W.  P.  A. 

During  the  summer  months  the  Federal  government  enacted  a 
ruling  whereby  those  who  have  been  employed  for  a  sustained  period 
of  eighteen  months  were  automatically  dropped  from  the  rolls  for  a 
thirty-day  period.  This  affected  many  on  our  welfare  rolls  and  nat- 
urally reduced  our  quota.  Working  hours  were  also  extended  from 
twenty-one  to  thirty  hours  per  week,  with  no  increase  in  wages.  This 
resulted  in  our  receiving  more  man  hours  of  work  per  week  thus 
completing  projects  current  at  that "time  expeditiously,  necessitating 
our  calling  a  special  town  meeting  on  December  5,  1939,  to  appro- 
priate funds  for  the  continuation  of  W.P.A.  projects  until  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting,  to  be  held  in  March  1940. 

We  feel  that  one  of  the  most  advantageous  projects  now  exist- 
ing in  Swampscott  is  the  Sidewalk  Construction  Program.  Beginning 
in  April  and  extending  through  October  this  project  affords  approx- 
imately 50  per  cent  saving  to  home-owners  because  of  non-assess- 
ment of  labor  costs  and  the  town  benefits  by  tax  levy  on  one-half  of 
actual  cost  of  material  only.  The  entire  cost  for  material  is  borne 
by  the  town  originally  but  one-half  is  subsequently  turned  back  to 
the  town  by  abutters  as  above  indicated.  Drain  projects  during  win- 
ter months  are  also  beneficial  and  is  about  the  only  type  of  winter 
project  that  is  advantageous  to  the  town. 

One  of  the  most  popular  projects  is  the  W.P.A.  Recreational 
Project  which  is  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Its  facilities 
are  enjoyed  by  both  children  and  adults.  During  the  year  this  pro- 
ject had  a  total  attendance  of  94,793  people  and  in  addition  to  the 
headquarters  on  Humphrey  street  we  were  fortunate  in  securing  the 
use  of  the  high  school  gymnasium  as  well  as  Abbott  Park,  Jackson 
Park's  field  and  tennis  courts,  and  Phillips  Park  for  recreational  pur- 
poses.

National  Youth  Administration 

During  this  past  year,  we  also  inaugurated  a  National  Youth 
Program  giving  employment  to  youths  between  the  ages  of  eighteen 
and  twenty-five.  Nearly  all  cost  is  assumed  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. There  have  been  as  many  as  eighteen  employed  simultaneous- 
ly in  various  town  departments.  At  present,  there  are  eight  boys 
and  three  girls  employed.  The  following  departments  have  utilized 
the  service  of  youths  under  this  program;  namely,  Park,  Cemetery, 
Town  Hall  Custodian,  Selectmen,  W.P.A.  Co-ordinator,  High  School 
and  Fire  Department. 

We  feel  that  this  type  of  program  should  be  encouraged  because 
of  negligible  cost  to  the  town  as  well  as  for  the  part-time  employ- 
ment made  available  to  youths  unable  to  obtain  steady  work.
